The dying year has brought no great change in the fortunes of our 
people. Here and there, there have been presages of brightertimes. But 
for the majority of the race life has remained a dull, dead calm of poverty 
and misery, alternated with gales of popular passion. Even the United King- 
dom cannot ensure that the spray from these hurricanes shall not fall upon 
its own shores, and the Limerick outbreak warns us of the nearness of the 
storm. Fortunately, the nation as a whole recognises, with Mr. Balfour, that 
anti-Semitism would be *‘a national misfortune,’’ and the Prime Minister's 


threatening situation. 


expression of opinion—one of the most significant and interesting of the 
year—shows, if any such proof were needed, that Great Britain is not likely 
to part company with countries like Holland and Italy, where the 
barometer sets steadily fair. In one respect, in particular, the past 
year carried on the traditions of the centuries. It found and left 
many of the race preoccupied with the choice of fresh homes. The Jew 
still grasps the wanderer’s staff. But it is a consolation that the 
shifting is from the East to the West, from the Russian Tsardom 
to the great free Republic across the Atlantic. (Gradually, but surely, 
the retrogression of Europe has thrown a great Jewish force-—more 
than a million strong-—-into the United States, whence issue 
Kishinefl petitions and demands for the breakdown of Russian exclu- 
siveness. The co-operation of this growing power with the Jews of 
England should be one of the guiding axioms of Jewish policy, even as the 
sisterhood of England and America is a cardinal maxim of English politics, 


The Russian Outbreaks. 

Turning in detail to the several countries, one’s eyes rest first and 
naturally upon the Russo-Jewish record for 5664. The situation in the 
Tsar's dominions might almost be summed up in a single sentence : Trouble 
at the beginning of the year, anxiety at the end, and fitful gleams of sunshine 
in the middle days. The last hours of 566: were disturbed by reports of 
fresh atrocities, this time at Gomel. The Gomel outbreak was almost 
a slavish imitation of Kishineff. As at the Bessarabian town it was thoroughly 
premeditated and prepared for by printed incitement. In each case, the 
‘*pogrom "’ was provoked by a quarrel in the market place. On both 
occasions the authorities were either indifferent to, or actually 
participated in, the riots; while the Jews who defended themselves 
were assaulted or arrested. In each instance it was the poorer 
Jews who suffered most. And after both outbreaks the rulers 
sought to shift the responsibility for the massacres from their 
own shoulders to those of the Jews. Just as De Pienve charged 
the Jews with being revolutionists’’ and ‘‘murderers"’ and the official 
paper alleged that it was the Jews who began the quarrel, so KLINGENBERG, 
the infamous Governor of Mohilev, exclaimed to a Jewish deputation from 
Gomel: ** It is your fault, and in this sense I will draw up my report to the 
Emperor.’ The history of the Gomel ‘‘ pogrom’’ makes the saddest 
reading. It was carried out on the orthodox lines of plunder and massacre. 
One report placed the number of killed alone at 25, while many were 
wounded, and:}i5 Jewish houses are said to have been wrecked. A handful 
of Russians were arrested, but what punishment, if any, was meted out to 
them we do not know. All efforts at inquiry were stifled. The lists of dead 
and wounded drawn up by the medical ollicers at the town hospital were set 
aside as the inventions of interested Jews. When the head physician, a promi- 
nent Christian doctor, protested, he was disqualified as a witness, treated 
as a suspect, and dismissed from his position; while his son was similarly 
handled, and ultimately transported to Siberia. The victims in the hospital 
were made to sign statements contrary to their depositions, and some of the 
Sisters of Mercy who protested were expelled by the examining magistrate 
(a contributor to the notorious Pessurabetz and an instigator of the 
Kishineff outrages). In this respect, too, the Gomel ** pogrom ’’ followed 
the Bessarabian precedent. At the Kishineff trial the court sat 
with closed doors; the administration were all-powerful on the 
Bench ; important evidence was withheld; counsel, denied freedom 
of action, threw up their briefs; and in the end the accused 
were either released altogether or sentenced to trumpery terms of 
imprisonment. Following Kishineff and Gomel, there have been many 
‘‘alarums and excursions,”’ alternated occasionally with minor outbreaks. 
In December, tidings reached this country that a fresh massacre was being 
hatched at Kishineff. The Conjoint Committee of the Board of Deputies 
and the Anglo-Jewish Association took prompt action. A memorial was 
presented to the Foreign Office asking for its intervention ; and the atten- 
tion of the authorities at Washington and Paris was also directed to the 
Owing, perhaps, to these precautions, the 
Rassian Christmas passed without the expected massacre occurring. 
The following Easter saw a repetition of the Christmas apprehen- 
sion. Information was received from Vienna that excesses against 
the Jews were contemplated at Odessa. Once more the Conjoint 
Committee of the Board of Deputies and Anglo-Jewish Association took 
immediate action; the Foreign Secretary was approached, and his good 
oflices secured. A minor attack on the Jews was reported from Bender 
(in Bessarabia) last April, in which several men and a girl were reported 
to have perished. At the threat to use fire-arms the mob melted away. 
Further outbreaks were reported from Chobin (Bessarabia) and from 
Parezew and Ostrowitz in Poland. In each of the latter places the Jewish 
casualty list was stated to have numbered 20. A Russian semi official 
statement was issued which practically admitted the losses at Ostrowitz. 
At Parezew the official statement merely denied that any Jews were killed. 
As «a matter of fact other reports give the number of killed at Ostrowitz at 
20; while a hundred Jews are said to have been severely wounded at 
Parczew. The number of the dead in the latter case could not be 
ascertained owing to the reticence of the police. The Tsar's officials have 
themselves to blame if other nations refuse to accept their estimates of 
the losses at periodical Jewish butcheries. 


The General Situation in Russia. 

For the cumulative wrong to Jew and Gentile a Nemesis has now 
descended upon Russia. The cruelty and. stupidity of the Bureau- 
cracy have issued in disaster abroad and assassination at home. 
Incompetent directors of military policy have failed the diplom. is 
blusterers in the Far East at the time of their greatest need. The politi- 
cal incapacity which, in the case of Jews, can operate with comparative 
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impunity, has, in the presence of an armed nation, stumbled on Armageddon. 
To the martyrdom of the army and navy, a companion pictare is presented 
by the destruction of Ministers and Governors at home. In rapid succession 
ore, of Finland, and Pueuve—the man of Kishineff —have fallen 
by the hands of assassins; and to the distant observer, the Empire appears 
to be sliding in o chaos—amid the acelaiming of the baby-Tsarevitch. The 
marder of De Pie ive removed an able and pitiless servant of reaction. ‘To 


Mr. Liciexn Wor this minister proclaimed his friendship for our race. 


But did not this very man calmly assure the world that Finland 
was not oppressed? In the true anti-Nemitic spirit, he objected 
to the Jews because they were an incompatible and a_ foreign 


element in the State, andj like Kuincenneac, of Mohilew, he feared 


them on account of their supposed revolutionary proclivities. Driven 
by the first of these sentiments he coquetted with Zionism, and 
proposed to Mr. Licitn Wor to settle them in Manchuria. Impelled 


by the second, he connived at popular violence towards the Jews (compare 
the licence allowed to rvflians like Krushevan, and the tortuous record of 
the Home Department in respect of the Kishineff horror). But Dr PLeive 
was an opportunist. Fearing the effect of the oppression of the Jews on 
Jew and Gentile alike, he somewhat relaxed his grip on his Hebrew 
victims during the past twelve months. A Commission was appointed to 


revise the laws relating to the Jews. This body is said to have 


suggested a restriction of the Jewish rights of residence and 
trading outside the Pale, while advocating certain relaxati: ns 
within the Jewish zone. The more favourable side of the Commission's 


recommendations appears to have received attention. One of the 
suggestions was the abrogation of the restriction of tae right of residence 
on the Western frontier. This was accepted last June. In July lasta 
Keuter’s telegram despatched from St. Petersburg stated that the law for- 
bidding Jews to live in the villages of the 7 »nal area had been repealed ; 
while Mr. Ltecitn Wour has pointed out that only the outbreak 
of the war has interfered with Dr Pienve'= scheme for founding Jewish 
colonies in Siberia and Manchuria. The value of the concession made in 
regard to the right of. residence on the frontier is reduced by the fact 
that the law which it abolished had already in practice been habitually 
disregarded, and it is doubtful whether a _ radical alteration of 


the Jewish position was ever contemplated. In M. pe Puienve’s 


own speech in reply to a Jewish memorial he warned the Jews 
that though the Russian Government was disposed to improve 
their economic condition ‘“‘ very slowly and cautiously,’’ yet there 
was no int ntion of granting them the rights, of citizenship 


possessed by the non-Jewish inhabitants of Russia. In other words, there 
might be relaxations of economic restrictions ; but the doom of the Jews as 
an ioferior or subject race was fixed for ever. Meanwhile, the Russian 
Habrews see their sons hurried away in droves to be butchered in the Far 
East. They find their medical men teading, in vastly disproportionate 
numbers, the Russian wounded at the seat of war. But their sacrifices have 
been met with Jewish expulsions from the very war area itself, while their 
destitution and distress are attaining moantainous heights, necessitating 
the charitable intervention of foreign Jewish bodies like the Jewish 
Coloaisatioa Association and the Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden. 
Nevertheless, the concessions which Di Piruve tardily made were 
cracks and fissures in the edifice of Rassian persecution. Under the late 
Minister they might at least have widened. (an any such hopes he 
harboured of the new réyimne? In the past, the Bureaucracy, which may 
not yet have met its Moscow in the Far East, has not been in the habit 
of re-paying murder with freedom. The wild excesses of revolutionaries 
have been succeeded automatically by bouts of re-action, so that 
the enemies of despotism became the mo-t dangerous opponents of liberty. 
It is true that the marder of Dr PLetive his jast been followed by the 
issuing of a ukase which grants a number of minor concessions to Jews of 
the upper classes, soldiers and artisans. but one can hardly deduce with 
certainty from these more or less nagatory concessions that the old sequence 
of assassination and repression is not to be followed in the present 
instance. Russia, we must remember, is just now in need of a foreign loan. 


Roumania. 


- Tarning to Roumania, one finds that faint symptoms of a better era 
have manifested themselves in the course of the past year. The expulsions 
of Jews from the rural districts have ceased. Foreign subjects alone appear 
to be sent over the frontiers. Acts of anti-Jewish violence have been absent. 
A few naturalisations are stated to have been granted to Jews. 
The school fees of Jewish children have frequently been remitted : 


while a new mining law actually treats Jews born in 


Roumania as 
Roumanians. 


Latterly, an eminent Judge of the Court of Cassation has laid 
down that all Jews born in Roumania, who have not been citizens of another 
country, are on an eqaal footing with natives in all save political rights. This 
decision, like the evwlier pronouncements which made it unlawful 
to expel Roamanian Jews from the country and declared Jewish children 
born before the naturalisation of their parents to be Roumanian citizens, 
was an important recognition of Jewish rights. In view of the better state 
of things that Dr. Gasrern reported, Major Evans-Gonrpon refrained from 
calling the attention of Parliament, as he at first proposed, to the continued 
breach of Treaty obligations by the Roumanian Government. But the 
value of the concessions referred to above should not be exaggerated. 
Roumania is not the only country where the disciplined sense of justice of 
the Beneh is in advance of the sentiments of the executive power. 
A few months ago, our Bucharest correspondent recorded the passage of 
new laws on laral Communes, the bourses, and Licensing, which, he 
stated, not only maintain, but actually aggravate existing disabilities; 
while the publication of a string of scurrilous libels on the 


Roumanian Jews, from the pen of an official in the Roumanian Foreign 
Office (‘*Verax’’), and their dissemination among British members of 
Parliament by the Consunare-GenenaAt of Roumania in London, are nct 
signs of penitence. Nor do the Roamanian Jews themselves appear 
to have become reconciled to their lot. Large numbers were helped 
to emigrate to America by the Jewish Colonisation Association during the 
year 1903, and it is said that 20,000 in all have abandoned the country in 
this way during the last three years. Until the Roumanian authorities 
admit the Jewish population to t ose rights to which they are morally and 


legally entitled, Jews, and indeed all friends of freedom, must persevere 
with their protest. 


Germany, Austria and Bulgaria. 

lassing to the more happily circumstanced countries, one notes thas 
Germany, the home of the modern anti-Semitic disease, exhibits increasing 
signs of eonvalescence, though the recovery is painfully slow. There was, 
it is true, an Kastertide outbreak at Neustadt (Kast Prussia); and the 
exclusion of Jews from commissions in the army still continues, ‘in spite 
of a touching Jewish appeal to the Emrenon, and in the face of a resolu- 
tion on the subject passed by the General Congre-s of German Associations 
for Combating anti-Semitism. But the law has been steadily enforced agaiust 
anti-Jewish agitators; oae of whom—Bri itn—has endeavoured in vain to 
escape a just sentence of imprisonment. The Town Council of huestrin 
has displayed strong objection to the Jewish system of Shechita. On 
the other hand, the Towa Council of Oidenburg refused to forbid the 
practice of Shechita when pressed to do so by the Gaild of Butchers . 
while the annual conference of the German Societies for the l’reventiou 
of Cruelty to Animals declined the _ invitation 
to petition the Government for the

tem. A reassuring iacident has occarred in connection with 
the Koaitz ritual murder agitation. A man named Masloff was 
arrested last May on the charge of murdering the lad Winter,

It is pleasant to 
record that the Jews of Germany appear to be waking.up to the advantages 
of union. The Hilfsverein der Deutschen Juden has increased its member- 
ship to 4,000, while a new organisation, called the Verband der Deutschen 
Juden, has also come into existence during the year. 

In Austria the Jewish year has been uneventful. Some of the subjects 
of Faancits Joscvu raised an aati-Jewish riot at Zablotow (Galicia) last 
September. The proceedings followed the usual lines, for there is .a 
depressing lack of originality among Jew-baiters. Twenty’ Jews—20 is 
apparently the anti-Semitic minimum—were more or less severely injured. 
It is rumoured that the anti-Jewish Burgomaster of Vienna (Dr. 
contemplates retiringinto obscarity. In contrast with the methods of the 
German army it is pleasant to record thata Jewish engineer in the Austrian 
navy, Herr Porres, and Brigadier Ritrer vox 
who entered the army as a private, have been promoted to the rank of 
General in the Austrian forces. The Jewish cemetery of Prague, a romantic 
spot endeared by many associations, is suffering considerable changes in the 
course of civic improvements, and here, as in Rome and Egypt, there is 
conflict between modera utilitarianism and the claims of historie eld. 

Slavic dissatisfaction with Jews found an echo last April in 
Bulgaria. A missing Christian child was the immediate cause of the 
disturbances, which took place at two towas, Lompalanka and Widdin. In 
both places the rioters were stimulated by an anti-Semitic manifesto, which 
was imported from Kishineff and distribated among the peasantry. Houses 
were wrecked, the synag»gae was dismantled (and rifled of its charity box), 
and a general orgy of vandalism held. Only the intervention of the 
military (thanks to the appeal of the Chief Rab!,i at Sofia, and the urgent 
telegraphic orders of the Government) prevented the loss of human life. 
A Commission was despatched to the scenes of the outrages, with a 
view of assessing the compensation to be paid to the Jews for their losses. 

It will be observed that outbreaks against the Jews occurred during the 
year in Russia, Poland, Austria, Germany and Bulgaria--and, as will be seen 
later on, in Algeria, Morocco and Persia. It is a comprehensive record of 
unpopularity. Or, perhaps, the helplessness of the Jew exerts the same 
influence on the predatory instincts of the mob that London is said to have 
exerted on the imagination of BLUcuEs: ** Was fiir Plunder!’’ 


France. 

In the more advanced Earopean countries, the story of the year 
isless dark. France, under the guidance of ‘‘ le petit pere Combes,’’ has set to 
work upon the complete vindication of Dreyfus. The announcement that 
the dossier had gone to a Commission for consideration, and that the Court of 
Cassation would decide on the final stages of the drama, caused a spasm of anger 
in the anti-Semitic press. Bat the geaeral public refused to be excited, and 
the ‘‘ affaire’’ will now proceed to its only possible déaouement. The c evline 
of anti-Semitism in France was still more strikingly exemplified sy the 
municipal elections which took place last May. The contest resuited in 
the complete rout of the anti-Semitic Nationalists. On the Paris City Council 
their majority of ten gave place to a minority of ten. In the provinces they 
were completely routed, and in Algeria—once the Mecca of French anti-Semit- 
ism—the anti-Jews, with MAX Reais at their head, suffered a disaster. Indeed, 
in the town of Oran alone do the Algerian anti-Semites appear to have held 
their own—though only by a slender majority. The elections at Oran were 
disfigured by an attack on the Jews, resulting in the death of a 
Jewish carman. On the other hand, a number of Jews in France proper 
were elected to mayoralties and Municipal Coancils--M. Fainourc, to 
the Municipal Council of aris; M. Goquanisim to the Mayoralty of Chau- 
mont; and so forth. The elections were doubly valuable for it will 
devolve on the »*~ Councils to appoint the Senators in 1906. One 
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of the ‘favourite allegations of the French anti-Semites is that 


the French Jews are responsible for the anti-clerical campaign of the 
present Government. The campaign is, of course, a measure of self-defence 
undertaken by the Republican ‘‘ Broc,”’ quite irrespective of the action 
of the comparative handful of French Jews. If, as now seems inevitable, 


the stroggle with Rome ends in the separation of Church and 
State, the Jewish Consistories will lose some 200,000 frances a 
year. One agreeable feature of Franeco-Jewish life has been the 


presentation by the Varis Rothschilds of 10,000,000 franes for the housing 
of French workmen, and it is pleasant, in this connection, to 
note the conferment of the distinction of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour on Dr. Baron Hevet oe Roruscurtp, as a reward for numerous acts 
of kindness to the siek of the poorer classes. Yet another honour 
was conferred upon French Jews by the promotion of the Jewish officer, 
Colonel VaLAkrnieaur, to be Chief of General André's Cabinet. On its 
religious side there is nothing to say of French Jewry, save that a move 
ment has been started for the creation of a Reform Temple in Paris. 


Italy. 

In Italy, the happy situation of the Jewish community remains 
unimpaired, Two brilliant coreligionists Signor Luyzarrt and (Cieneral 
OrroLencut—have again received high honour; the former returning to 
his position as Minister of the Treasury, and the 
the command of thf Army Corps at Turin. [In July last; King Vicror 
evinced his kindly feelings towards his Jewish subjects by paying 
a visit to the new synagogue at Rome—the first occasion on which 
an Italian Sovereign has conferred such an honour on the Italian com- 
munity. A unique event was celebrated in Portugal during the year, for 
the first synagogue since the expulsion of the Jews from that country (some 
100 years ago) was finished in the city of Lisbon. The incident marks 
the slow return of the modern Jew to the scenes of the greatest splendour 
—and the greatest tragedies —of his race. But the percentage of the Jews 
to the total population of Portugal and Spain is still on!y 0@02 and 00-0! 
respectively.

Morocco and Persiz. 


The example of certain parts of enlightened Europe has been followed 


_ hy more backward peoples in Africa and Asia. In December last the Jews of | 


Statt (Moroceo) were attacked by the Kabyle tribes, many of their women 
and children being carried off and their houses pillaged. Twelve hundred 
Jews were reduced to a state of frightful misery, (00 of them escaping 
in a pitiable condition to the town of Casablanca. In response to an appeal 
from Sir A. Ntco.son (British Minister at Tangier), backed by the Foreign 
Ollice, a relief fand was raised by the Anglo-Jewish Association. Anti- 
Jewish disturbances occurred in other parts of Morocco. An attempt was 
made in the town of Urmia (Versia) to create a riot against the Jews 
last December. The scheme is stid to have been averted owing, curiously 
enough, to the intervention of the Russian Consu!. Let us thank this 
kindly official and wish him inflaence and promotion in his own country. 


The United States. 


It isa relief to turn to the new world. In spite of immigration laws, 
the influx of Jews into the United States goes on apace. New York alone 
is increasing its ,.ewish «uarter at the rate of 50,000 a year, and, although 
this creates a serious congestion for our American co-religionists, a gradual 
dispersion will seatter an effective Jewish force over America which must 
make its influence felt in the future, But it is as well to remember 
that immigration legislation has not reached its final stage in the United 
States. One Bill during the past year proposed the introdaction of an 
education test. Ur. Hirsch recently stated that ** the flood (of immigrants) 
is certainly at present more than we can deal with.”’ ‘“‘If,’’ he added,’’ 
it could only be stopped for five years, we could assimilate all that had 
come and then resume, but the immigrants come faster than it is possible 
for the nation to digest."" Mr. Sargent, the United States Commissioner 
of Immigration, has also been suggesting the limiting of the immigration. 
Here in England it is difficult to contest the opinions of such authorities, 
One can only express the hope that the absorbent powers of the United States 
have been under-stated and that the rigour with which the immigration law 
has recently been administered will be relaxed. We note tbat, 
in spite of the ‘‘ flood’’ of immigrants, the country, politically, shows no 
signs of ill-will to Jews, though social exclusiveness exists in many instances. 
No more striking illustration of this fact could be wished for than the 
readiness with which both the Democrats and the Republicans have made 
the enforcement of the rights of American Jews in Russia a ** plank ”’ ip 
their ** platform "’ during the pending l’residentia! elections. The Ameri- 
can Government, basing itself upon the Goldfogle resolution, which was 
passed during the year, is stated to. be pressing the matter upon the notice 
of the tussian authorities. If, in the vicissitudes of politics, Mr. Cyac- 
L. Sutzeercer failed in his candidature for the Presidency of the Borough 
of Manhattan, another prominent Jew—Mr. Istpon RayYNen-—-has been 
elected a member of the United States Senate. That the American Jews 
are a force for good may be inferred from the consistency with which the 
Jews of New York are found on the anti-Tammany side. \\hat the great 
Jewish community of the United States will make of Judaism, the religion, 
is a question of enormous importance, but too large for discussion in the 
brief summary of » year of Jewish <xisteace. On its purely ph‘‘tanthropic 
side American Jewry is still doing great things. A leader in this connec- 
tion was lost by the death of Mr. Lao. N. Levi, the President of the 
B'nai B'rith. But an excellent successor has been found in the Hon. 
Simon Wor. A monthly review, which is to act as the organ of Jewish 
charity, has been established in New York,

The Colonies. 
One passes by a natural transition from the United States to the British 
Colonies. In the free daughterlands of the British Empire, as in America, 
large Jewish communities are growing up, amid bracing moral and physical 
conditions. Thisis particularly marked in Canada. Montreal, with its round 
dozen of congregations, is increasing its Jewish pooulation at the rate of 
1,000 a year; and bodies like the Jewish Colonisation Association are 
adding steadily to the Jewish settlement in the great Dominion. Similarly, 
the Jewish community in British South Africa is perpetually expandi: g. 
Immigration difliculties have threatened—particularly in relation to the 
recognition of Yiddish as a European tongue -but they bave been sur- 
mounted; and to-day many Jewish communities are dotted over the South 
African map. One only regrets that, although our Transvaal and Natal 
brethren have shown public spirit in their creation of a Board of 
Deputies (somewhat after the English model), the situation 
should be spoiled by the dissensions prevailing in Johannesburg. In 
Melbourne (Australia), the strife once prevailing seems to have ceased, and 
one could wish this example were followed in the “‘ gold-reef city."’ The 
Australian Jews have seen the community at Perth (West Australia), 
largely increased by immigrants from Palestine. The existing synagogue 
in that city is to be turned into a school, and a new and moch larger 
building erected, 


| Zionism. 
The anxieties of Jewry in general throughout the past year have been 
fully paralleled by the troubles which have dogged the fortunes of Zionism 
the movement which proclaims itself the solitary hope of the race. The 
last Congress separated under the spell of the East African project. The 
dissensions which that proposal provoked, and which found sach dramatic 
expression at Basle, continued unalated throughout the winter. In 
November they came to a head at a Conference of Zionists held at Charkow. 
This rebel gathering went to the length of presenting an ultimatum to 
Henze. demanding the definitive abandonment of any East African designs, 
and threatening secession if its deminds were not granted. The Charkow 
ultimatum was answered by a storm of protests in various countries, and 
an almost tragic turn was given to the agitation whena half-crazy student 
in Paris attempted the life of Dr. Noa iv, as a protest against the Fast 
African project. 
In April last a successful attempt was made to create a modus virendi 
between the contending parties. A Conference of the Greater Actions 
The Conference passed a series of resolu- 


| tions taking cognisance of the ‘* continued efforts of the Smaller Actions 


Committee for Palestine,”’ 


assenting to the despatch of the East African 
(‘committee of loquiry, and reserving the final discussion as to the Kast 
African project for the next Zionist Congress. The Conference farther 
alliemed that ‘‘ the Greater Actions Committee has, after thorough 
discussion, cleared up and disposed of the misunderstanding which had 
arisen in the last few months in consequence of warmly conducted polemics 
on all sides which disturbed the work of our movement.’’ An additional 
resolution allowed free discussion of the East African proposal, but pledged 
every member of the Actions Committee * to avoid all personal attacks not 
only in the official circulars, but as far as possible to exercise his influence 
to guard against such attacks, and generally against the discussion 
assuming a harmful form.’’ The truce seems to have been fairly well 
maintained. On Jaly rd, ‘however, a far more serious disaster befell 
the movement in the death of Dr. Henze himself. The event 
was entirely unexpected, and deeply moved the entire Jewish 
world which, whether it agreed with him or not, recognised in Dr. Herzia 
man of sterling worth and signal ability. We published an appeal for his 
wife and children, who have an unusually strong claim upon those to 
whose cause he devoted his life. An interval of some six weeks 
elapsed between the death of the leader and the preliminary steps 
that had to be taken to set the Zionist house in order. On August 
10th a meeting of the Greater Actions Committee was held in Vienna. 
Herr OscaR MARMoOREK (speaking for the Smaller Actions Committee) 


having reported the opening of a branch Bank in Jerusalem, 
and the participation of the Actions Committee in the Colo- 
nisation Company of Hamburg, informed the gathering’ that 


the East African expedition of inquiry would shortly proceed on its 
mission, and would consist of three gentlemen from England and two from 
South Africa. He added that England would be made the seat of the 
National Fund, and that a company would be formed, the members of 
which would hold founders’ shares. The meeting resolved to elect members 
to co-operate with the Smaller Actions Committee in the direction cf the 
movewent, leaving the latter to carry out any decisionsarrived at. Further, 
it was resolved that the next Congress should meet in March 
of 1905; and at this gathering the future policy of Zionism will, no doubt, 
be determined. It is already clear that the East African question will 
provide a serious issue for the Congress. If the proposed site be found 
unsuitable the problem will be simplified. But in the contrary event, a 
great deal of disagreement is likely to show itself. In England, 
the silence that followed Dr. Herzl's death was soon broken by the cries 
of the nein-sagers demanding the withdrawal of the scheme. But so 
far there have been no clear evidences of yielding on the part of those who 
favour the project. In the .ater days of the Parliamentary session a debate 
took place upon this proje*+, in the course of which the proposed colony 
was received with anything but cordiality. Doubting voices were raised 
by men like Sink Epwanp Grey; and Lorp Percy significantly stated that 
although tue scheme had been broached at a time when the land was crying 
out for immigrants there iad since been a considerable inrush of white 
settlers. The existence of Zion.‘ discord on the Kast African project, 
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which has already caused great delay in the despatch of the Commission of 
inquiry, may, therefore, lead to the abandonment of the scheme by a new 
English Ministry. Meanwhile, there is, naturally, a good deal of specula- 
tion as to the future of the Zionist movement, and the possibility of its long 
surviving the death of its leader. 


The Aliens Bill. 


In England, the Jewish community has had a full, though not a 
uniformly pleasant, year. In several quarters it has had to stand to its 
defence against attacks that are new to this soil, while the great immigra- 
tion controversy, now momentarily at rest, was continued with 
sustained force. Internally the community has shown encouraging signs 
of vitality, and although no-one would be so rash as to say that religiously 
or racially it is well with us, Anglo-Jowish enthusiasms are far from quenched. 
Dealing first with the immigration question, we have to note that 
the threatened Bill to restrict the alien inflow was introduced 
towards the end of March. It demanded from aliens particulars as to 
character and antecedents, and proposed place of residence. It gave 
power to an inspecting officer to prohibit the landing (subject to appeal 
to the Secretary of State) of any passengers who had within five years 
been convicted abroad of an extraditable crime; or who were immoral; or 
who had no visible or probable means of support. It gave the Secretary of 
State power, upon a representation made bya third party, to expel an 
alien who had, within three years, been convicted ina foreign country of an 
extraditable crime, or who at any time in the preceding twelve months had 
received sach parochial relief as would disqualify a person for the Parlia- 
mentary franchise. And it set up ‘* prohibited areas’’ where no aliens 
were to reside, if the districts in question were overcrowded and the over- 
crowding had been substantially contributed to by foreigners. The Bill was 
full of danger to the liberty of aliens and Englishmen alike—as subsequent 
concessions made by the Government amply showed. Nevertheless it 
was read a first time without a division on the 20th of March. On the 25th 
of April, the second reading was carried by a majority of 124. On June 
Sth the Bill was referred to the Grand Committee on Law. But before 
that a deputation of the Board of Deputies, headed by Lonp Rorsscuitp 
(who has done admirable service throughout this controversy), waited on the 
Home Office with a view to laying before the department the objections 
felt to certain parts of the Bill. Speeches were delivered by Lorvp 
Roruscuitp, Sir Samorn Monracu, Mr. D. ALEXANDER, K.C., Mr. 
CLAupe Mownrerior#®, and Mr. Srvartr M. M.P. Io the absence 
of the Home Secretary, the deputation was courteously received by 
the Unprer-Secrerary or Srare (the Hon. T. H. Cochrane), who promised 
to lay its representations before his chief. The Bill was subsequently con- 
sidered in detail by the Grand Committee, Mr. Srvuart M. SAMvEL taking 
a prominent part in the discussion. bat, owing to the small progress 
made, and the impossibility of passing the measure, having regard to the 
advariced state of the Session, the Bill was finally withdrawn (July 7th). 
Since then, Mr. BALrour has promised to deal with the question 
in the next session of Parliament. The evidence of private people, 
as well as of the medical officer of health for the Stepney district 
(Dr. THoMAs), and the Stepney Borough Council, shows conclusively that 
the housing trouble—the main cause of the agitation—-has lost much of its 
virulence, thanks to the incessant building that has been going on, as well as 
to the increasing removals of Jews from the affected district. The Atlantic 
rate war has also accelerated the emptying process, and it remains to 
be seen what effect these vital facts will have on Ministerial intentions 
when Parliament reassembles. 

Upon the abandonment of the Aliens Bill the Opposition asked the 
Government to proceed with that part of the measure relating to criminals. 
When the offer was declined, several private members of Parliament 
brought in a Bill dealing with criminal aliens. But the bantling perished 
in the chill breath of official disapproval. 


Anti-Jewish Manifestations At Home. 


The record of the Anglo-Jewish year has been marred by the outbreaks 
in Limerick, Dowlais and Pontypridd. The most serious of the incidents 
was the onslaught made on the Jews of Limerick by a Redemptorist Priest, 
Farner Creacu. This priest not only attacked the Limerick Jews on 
account of alleged extortions practised in the sale of goods to be paid for 
on the instalment system, but ventured to revive the disgraceful 
blood accusation. He recommended and enforced a severe boycott 
of the local Jews with the object of driving them from the town. 
As a result, a number of the Jewish inhabitants were assaulted 
and the entire community brought to the verge of ruin. Mr. Micwag. 
Davirr and Mr. JoHnN REDMOND intervened with but little effect. 
The Jewish Board of Deputies also took up the cudgels on behalf of the 
Limerick Jews, though their attempts to ensure the help of 
high ecclesiastics cf the Roman Catholic Church met with very 

mall encouragement. The Board opened a relief fand and Mr. 
J. Prac, accompanied by Mr. 8. Renriscu, were deputed to go to 
Limerick to arrange for its proper administration. Since this mission the 
situation has been one of silence, broken only by the occasional attack of a 
lunatic or a drunkard on Jewish individuals. It is hoped that, by ignoring 
the campaign, the whole agitation may wear itself out. But the Limerick 
trouble, taken in conjunction with the attack of the BisHor or Ross on the 
Irish Jews in his recent evidence before the Physical Deterioration Com- 
mittee, shows that, outside the Protestant parts of the country, priest- 
ridden [Ireland cannot become the homa of a really large colony of Jews— 
at all events, in existing conditions. 

At Pontypridd, a servant girl, last September, spread a rumour that 
she had been taken to the synagogue by Jews, tied in sheets, pricked with 


needles, and severely injured. The girl subsequently admitted that she 
had made these charges ‘‘for fun,’’ but the ignorant mob swallowed the 
fable, concluded that it was a case of ritual bloodshed for the purposes of 
the New Year Festival, and set up an anti-Jewish disturbance. The 
praiseworthy promptitude of the police alone prevented the affair from 
developing seriously. The incident was a peculiar illustration of the 
power of a long-lived fiction, even in a country that is possessed with a 
passion for education. 

The outbreak at Dowlais was part of the agitation against aliens. 
Last September a number of foreiga Jews employed at the Dowlais Steel 
Works were set upon and injured, The result was that the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, acting as the agents of the Jewish Colonisation Association, 
sent many of the Jewish workmen to America. In the following January, 
there were several further assaults, and in June another batch of Jewish 
employés left the country, their purpose being to settle in Canada. But 
according to a letter published in these colamns last month, some of these 
unfortunate people have suffered great hardship in their new home, The 
“Celtic fringe’’ has thus the dubious honour of being responsible for 
three ugly incidents during the year 5664, 


Shechita. 
While these events occurred in outlying parts of the Kingdom, an 


ollicial attack on Shechita was contained in the report of an Admiralty 
Committee appointed to consider the question of the humane slaughtering 


of animals. Apparently, the questions referred to this Committee 
did not include any enquiry into that purpose of slaughtering 
which aims at the production of wholesome meat. The Committee 


condemned Shechita on the ground that it fails in rapidity, freedom 
from unnecessary pain, and instantaneous loss of sensibility, and 


that it compares very unfavourably with the method of stunning. In 
particular, the Committee condemned the preliminary operations of 
‘* casting,’’ and forcing the animal's head into position for the cut, while it 
aflirmed that the actual Shechita (cutting of the throat) is uncertain in its 
production of insensibility, and provocative of great and unduly prolonged 
suffering to the animal. The Report went on to recommend that until 
some method is adopted for rendering the animal unconscious previous to 
the ‘‘ casting,’’ the Jewish method of slaughtering should . be permitted 
in any establishment under Government control. The JeWish community 
will, no doubt, be stimulated by this attack to renewed improvements in 
the method of * casting,’’ but they will regret that the love of uniformity 
which grows with the increase of bureaucracy puts their exceptional and 
highly sanitary system of slaughter in danger. 

Internally, the Anglo-Jewish community has shown signs of well-sustained 
vitality in every branch of its life. It has not been without its family 
jars. Last February, for instance, two Jewish butchers in Liverpool 
brought a libel action against the Cuter Ranut and the Liverpool Shechita 
Board, in consequence of the *‘issur’’ promulgated against them hy these 
authorities. The ground on which the “ issur’’ was seat out was that the 
butchers persisted in selling meat killed by Shochetim who possessed the 
licence of foreign Rabbis but were without the authorisation of the Cuter 
Rapnt of England. The question involved was whether Dr. ApLEn’s authority 
in the matter of Shechita extended over all the Jews of this country. The 
Court, in accordance with an earlier precedent (the case of Sctort vy, ADLER) | 
decided that it did so extend, and dismissed the action. The butchers, 
however, had an additional ground for complaint in the fact. that the 
Supervisor of the Liverpool Shechita Board had, in re-publishing the ** issur,”’ 
taken it upon himself, without authority, to make an addition to the docu- 
ment, which contained, among other things, a charge of bribery. This com- 
plaint was upheld by the Court, and the Board, being held responsible, was 
mulcted in £100 damages. Apart from this dispute little has happened to 
mar the harmony of our domestic affairs. 


Communal Activity. 

In many directions there have been indications of continued pro- 
gress. On the religious side we have seen the foundation-stone laid of a 
new synagogue in South-East. London. Belfast has opened a new and 
larger Synagogue, while the formation of congregations in such places as 
Darlington and Basingstoke illustrates at once the increasing dispersion of 
Anglo-Jewry, and the steady maintenance of the religious activity of 
provincial Jews. The Council of the United. Synagogue has evineed 
a desire to keep pace with the growing demands of the time. In November 
last it increased its annual grant of £200 to Jews’ College by another 
hundred pounds, though one wishes that the College—the fountain-head of 
ministerial work—had found even more grace in the sight of the Council. 
In July, an equally important step was taken. The Council resolved to 
create a fund for the purpose of augmenting the salaries of Jewish Ministers, 
One of the first necessities of our community is a strong ministry, but 
this desideratum cannot be achieved if the material conditions are 
insufferable. The Council came to yet another important decision 
in the course of the year. It resolved to transfer its oflices to 
the more convenient local of Duke Street and St. James’s Place, 
Aldgate, where they will occupy the site of the existing Beth 
Hamedrash. The latter institution will, in turn, be removed to Commercial 
Road, a district where most of its patrons reside. A truce followed 
the wordy ‘warfare which broke out on the establishment of the Jewish 
Religious Union. Each party to the controversy went its own way. But 
the ** Union,’’ although it began, and still maintains, a Saturday service in 
the Kast End, has not progressed in the past year. It was recognised at the 
annual meeting in June, that the good attendances at the opening services 
had given way to ‘‘comparatively empty’’ benches. Mr. Monrerione 
admitted that this falling away ‘‘ makes one feel that our critics will have 
all the more right to say that the causes of non-attendance at the ordinary 
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services, and the causes of the general drift from Judaism, are causes 
which cannot be met by a mere change of service at half-past 
three instead of half-past ten, or by having English instead of 
Hebrew; the causes are apathy and indifference.’’ A_ resolution 
was adopted at the annual meeting of the Union, declaring the desirability of 
engaging a gentleman who could conduct the services, give addresses when 
required, and generally farther the objects of the movement. The step 
was rendered necessary by the dearth of capable voluntary preachers, but 
was open to the objection that it seemed to constitute the Union, as one 
member pointed out, ‘‘an entirely separate section, absolutely detached 
from the synagogue.’’ So far as we know, no minister has yet been appointed. 
The Union has just putits faith on permanent record by the publication of a 
volume of addresses. During the year, Mr. F. D. Mocatra—one of the grand 
old men of the Jewish philanthropic world —retired from the Presidency of 
the West London Synagogue of British Jews, the vacancy being worthily 
filled by Sir Puitie Maents. 

A word must also be given to the Sephardi commanity, which last 
May inaugurated new religion classes in Mile Ead. The Ashkenazi sec- 
tion of the commanity will wish all success in this work to the sister con- 
gregation—an elder sister—and, in particular, to Sir Fxancis Monrerioag, 
who has succeeded Sir KnywaArp Sassoon as President of the Elders of the 
Spanish and Portaguese Synagogue. In its purely personal aspect, the 
religious life of the community has undergone little change during the 
year. The Borough Synagogue loses its Minister (the Rey. F. L. Couey), 
who has received a well-deserved call to the important synagogue of 
Sydney ; the vacancy at Hammersmith has been filled by the election of the 
Rev. S. A. son of the Curer and the Rev. Z. Lawaence 
was appointed to the vacant Jewish pulpit at Bloemfontein, 


Philanthropic Activity. 


In philanthropy the year maintained the old reputation of the 
community for zeal and activity. One of the most. interesting 
events was the opsving of the- new buildiag of the Joel Emanuel’s Alms- 
houses at Stamford Hill. A synagogue has been attached to this edifice. 
The intimate connection of the community with the hospitals of the 
Metropolis received a fresh illastration in the endowment of 
a@ new ward at the Charing Cross Hospital, by Miss MATILDA 
Levy and members of her family (to which Lord Bornnim belongs), 
the ward takiog the place of the former Levy Ward for Jewish 
patieats, which was demolished with the rest of the old building. It is 
‘dedicated to suffering Jewesses, who will be comforted by being able to 
practiss ths religious observances of their creed.’’ A _ special Jewish 


kitchen was also provided recently by the Hospita!, though in this case the | 


cost of the graceful concession had to be borne ly the hospital itself, in the 
absence of a Jewish benefactor. The above-mentioned by no means exhaust 
the efforts of the community on behalf of its ** halt, lame, and blind.’’ In 
April, Lor» WANpsworth purchased a magnificent freeholc’ building in 
Wandsworth and presented it to the Home for Aged Jews for th» purposes of 
their new Institution. The building, which stands in two and half 
acres of beautifully caltivated ground, is large enough to house all the 
inmates of the present institutions in Stepney and Hackney. In December, 
the small premises of the Social Club for the Jewish Deaf were replaced by 
more spacious ac¢ommodation in Aldgate Avenue. 


One of the most important philanthropic movements of the year was the 
formation of the Jewish Emigrants’ Information Society. The purpose of this 
Society may be summed up as the direction of the right emigrants to the right 
countries. With a race such as ours, condemned to perpetual shifting of 
abode, such an organisation is a prime necessity. Indeed, the wonder 
is that it has not been formed before. One only hopes that 
it will become the nucleus of a larger and international organi- 
sation. For to that it must come if the race is not to continue to waste its 
strength and weary its limbs in futile, because misdirected, wanderings. A 
department of philanthropic labour, in which a pleasing energy has been 
shown, is that which deals with the training of the young. In spite of the 
loss of its lamented Commandment (Coionel Goipsmtp), the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade holds to its motto, and marches still from strength to strength. It 
won golden opinions during its stay at Deal. ‘The same may be recorded of 
the Northern Camp at Lytham. In November, the lads impressed a dis_ 
tinguished audience at Qacen'’s Hail by their vigorous drill display. In 
October, the interests of our lads were advanced another stage. Sir 
MaAroos SAMUEL opened a fine boys’ club in Whitechapel, known as the 
Victoria Club for Working Lads. This and similar institutions are doing 
excellent work among our rising generation. We may mention, 
in this connection, the provision of a club for Jewish working 
men in the West Central district. The foundation stone has 
been laid of two new wings which are to be added to the Jews’ Free 
School. One of these wings is intended to replace that part of the school 
which was built in 1865; the other, to improve the technical branch of the 
school. This is the fourth alteration of, or addition to, our premier edaca- 
tional institution since the first class-rooms were erected (in 1855); and its 
continued progress is a source of much satisfaction. The past year has 
seen a revolutionary change in the administration of our voluntary schools. 
The secalar instruction in these schools is now to be controlled by public 
authorities, but in return the schools are to be relieved of all expense save 
that involved in the giving-of religious instruction and the up-keep of the 
buildings. A certain amount of money is expected to be released, which, 
one hopes, may still find its way into the communal coffers for kindred 
purposes. Further points of educational interest have been supplied during 
the year, including the issue of the Cuter RAssi's new syllabus of instruc- 
tion, the visit of members of the American Council of Jewish Women to the 


Jewish Study Society, and the advancement of the project for the founda- 
tion of a Jewish Museum. . 

In December we welcomed the foundation of a much-needed Society 
for Jewish Statistics, and although one must not expect any hasty 
and showy results, yet the community will look forward with interest to 
the first fruits of the Society's labours. The literary movement con- 
tinues to make progress—witness the large gathering that assembled 
to hear the Presidential address of Professor Goutvinez, and the recent 
Summer Assembly at Ramsgate. For the year 101-5, the Presidential chair 
is filled by Mr. Locitgn Wor. The devotion of Jews to the pen has not 
led to their forgetting the sword. A Memorial is to be erected at the 
Central Synagogue to the Jewish soldiers who fell in the Boer war. Nor 
has Jewish philanthropy, during the past year, departed from its ancient 
tradition of cosmopolitanism. It has had its eyes at once on shipwrecked 
mariners (witness the formation of a Jewish Lifeboat League in 
the Fast End), and on the houseless denizens of crowded London : 
and we have seen the presentation of £10,000 to the London 
County Council by Sir SamMvet Monricc, with the purpose of adding 
to the housing accommodation of London. The gift will providean excellent 
means of helping on the decentralisation of East End Jewry, and it is to 
be hoped that the opportunity will not be overlooked. 


Personal Distinctions. 

Sir Simoes, Monracou’s unbroken services to-his people received a well 
merited recognition, the venerable baronet being presented with his portrait 
and an address by the seatholders of the New West End Synagogue, 
on the occasion of his 70th birthday. This is not the only graceful act of 
which this synagogue has acquitted itself during the year. Some months 
ago, the seatholders presented an address to Mr. H. J. Puic.irs, for twenty- 
five years the Beadle (now, also, the Secretary) of their synagogue. The 
birthday honours list gave us two new knights (Sir Hiray Simoes. and 
Sir NATHANIEG NATHAN), and one new member of the Victorian Order 
(Mr. Arntrucr Sassoon). The lamented Cotonet had in the 
previous October been nominated \i.\.0. In June last, yet another member 
of a distinguished Jewish family—-Sir Srenxn—reeceived the 


accolade. An even more interesting incident is the election of our brilliant 


co-religionist, Mr. Ruros Is,acs, K.C., to a seat in the House of Commons 
—interesting, not merely on account of its significance in the march of a 
distinguished career, but because it indicates the high-watermark of Jewish 
representation in Parliament. There are now eleven Jews in the House of 
Commons—a number in excess of what the proportion of Jews in the whole 


country would warrant. Municipal honours have fallen in considerable 
numbers to our coreligionists. In November last, Sir Marcus Savor. 
finished a year at the Mansion House, which will linger long in Jewish 


memory. on account of its results to the honour and prestige of our 
people. Sir Orro Jarre has, for the second time, been appointed 
Lord Mayor of Belfast ; while the town of Brighton selected as its 
Mayor a clever yoang coreligionist, Mr. Eminem Macraice Marx. The 
London County Council elections last March ended in the return of five 
Jewish members. Three of these—Mr. Jove.yn Brannon, Me. Anruor 
Leon, and Mr. Bearnam Sraacs—had previously sat on the Council. The 
remaining two—-Mr. Frank Goipsmiru and Me. H. H. Goapon—were new 
members. A number of Jewish candidates were also elected to serve on 
the Borough Councils of London at the elections last November, the contest 
being only disfigured by anti-Jewish clamour in one district(Kast London), 
Liverpool, which has already had its Jewish Lord Mayor (Mr. Louts §. 
CoHeEN), now possesses its Jewish Alderman in the person of Mr. Jacon R. 
GRANT, a member of the Prince's Road Synagogue. The year has seen the 
appointment of Mr. B. 5. Facpr:-Puivoirs and Sir FE. D. Srern as High 
Sheriffs of Londonand Sarrey. In the legal sphere Mr. A. M. L. Lanwepon 
has been added to the small band of Jewish King’s Counsel. In 


the medical world, Dr. ABRAHAMS was successively 


elected Assistant Physician to the Westminster Hospital and 
a Fellow of the Royal College of Physicians ; and another Jew, Dr. Cui nes 
SINGER, was appointed Surgeon to Sir John Harrington's Abyssinian 
Expedition. One of the most welcome honours conferred upon Jews was 
the election of Mr. ChAcpE Monverivat to the Presidency of the Oxford 
Theological Society—-welcome not only as a well-deserved recognition of 
scholarship, but as an evidence of the fine spirit of toleration prevailing at 
the Universities of the United Kingdom. Several other Jewish distinctions 
deserve to be put on record. Mr. SAM JEG SCRELITSKIRF, a worthy type of 


Kast End Jew, has been created a Knight of the Order of Orange Nassau. - 


The honour, like the appointment of Dr. Assea as a Minister of State, 
is a pleasant symptom of the good relations prevailing between the Dutch 
Queen and her Jewish subjects. Another member of the community, Mr. 
Lewis Sotomon, has been elected a member of the Council of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects—an honour that has rarely fallen to members 
of our people. Lastly, Sergeant Josern Levey, of the Scots Guards, was 
salected from a hundred applicants for the post of Military lostructor at 
Chelsea. The appointment is interesting as showing pot only the zeal and 
the trustworthiness of the military Jew, but the fact that in the British 
Army, merit, and not creed, is the test of promotion, 


Obituary. 


The death-roll in Jewry last year was long and distinguished. -It 
bears the names of men whose place was always in the firing line in the 
great struggle for Jews and Judaism, men who, if we may adapt what John 
Morley said of Burke, ‘‘ made great spaces in Jewish destiny very luminous.” 
One re-calls first, in this connection, the lamentable death of Dr. Henzv. 
The utterly unexpected event cast a gloom over the whole of Jewry, and 
the widespread grief, felt in all five continents, and uniting the race ag 
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few other incidents do, is itself a tribute to his power, his sincerity, 
and the greatness of his labours. Overwhelmed by the immensity 
of his own designs, this latest of Jewish champions has now 
passed into history. The cold arbitrament of time, placing his 
work in its proper perspective, will decide whether he fed _ his 
soul with unsubstantial romance, or whether his brief life has impressed 
itself on Israel's destiny. In its own more immediate household, English 
Jewry suffered a severe blow by the death of Mr. Atrren Conen. This 
fine specimen of the English Jew was an almost omnipresent iniiaence 
wherever good work was to be done. The Soup Kitchen, the synagogues, 
the bospitals, and London’s municipal body, all knew him as a selfless and 
ardent labourer in their respective spheres. But above all things he 
seomed to recognise in Education the means whereby his people were to 
resume their proper position in the world. Hence his work at the Jews’ 
Free School, and the striking bequests which wére intended to throw 
open the doors of the ancient English Univer-ities to the poor. chil- 
dren of the East End, and the students of Jews’ College. His career 
was a stately illustration of what a Jew may and does grow to be in 
a land where his aspirations are not trampled on by relentless laws. 
A genial, sincere, and strenuous figure has passed from us in the person 
of Colonel Atwenr GouosMip. His pride of race, his belief in the Jewish 
future, and his loyalty to the Jewish faith, as illustrated by his work on the 
Jewish Lads’ Brigade, were a vitalising and rousing influence in our midst, 
while his manly performance of his duties as an English citizen brought 
honour to his people far beyond the communal frontiers. His post as Com- 
mandant of the Lads’ Brigade is worthily filled = by 
Monrertoak, but elsewhere, the loss of so excellent a public man 
will continue to be felt anl deplored. Another severe toss was suffered by 
the Anglo-Jewish community last year in the passing away of Mr. CHARLES 
SAMCEL.

Mr. Max Hesse, a shining light of Manchester Jewry ; Mr. Locis Hott, 
who laboured unostentatiously among the Jews of Hull; the Rev. J. Koy. 
a scholar of great capacity ; Mr. Bexiamin Exvxin, a lawyer of 
ardent philanthropic sympathies ; the Rev. Aik\ii\mM Breer, the devoted 
reader of the Hope Place Synagogue (Liverpool) ; Mr. Henri pe SOLta, 
for twenty-three years the choirmaster of the Great Synagogue ; and Miss 
Gicniis Warwick,an operatic singerof meritand tormerly Professor of sing- 
ingat the Guildhall School of Music. Many adistinaished foreiza Jew has 
also been called hence. We have already referred to the loss of Mr. Leo N. 
LE\ 1, the zealous President of the powerful Jewish orzanisation in the United 
States known as the B'nai B'rith. By English Jews he will principally be 
recalled as the man who inspired the movement which led to the memorable 
Kishinefl petition to President RoosEveEtt. but to American Jews he 
was also an exceedingly able leader and Organiser who stood, with Jaconr 
Scutrr, at the very head of their great commanity. Our brethren across 
the ocean have to lament the death of other prominent men. 
Among these was Judge Myee Isaacs —a foremost member of the Republican 
Party, a lawyer of repute, anda philanthropist attached heart and soul to 
the Jewish cause ; and Mr. SouoMon Lokn, the father-in-law of Mr. JAcon H. 
Scuirr, and, like him, a man of enlizhtened charity. Several of the 
Continental Jewries have been bereaved of men of ability and sterling 
worth. In France, there died during the year one of the most eminent of 
Jews in the person of General of Division Lroroty Sree, who, after a 
brilliant military career, which included service in the Crimea, in the 
Italian campaign, and the Franco-German war, devoted his later years to 
the service of his coreligionists. Another prominent French Jew who 
passed away was Bsron Arruun pe Rortiscuitp, the son of Baron 
NATHANIEL DE and grandson of pe Roruscuinp, Of 
Manchester, and afterwards of London, One of the remarkable band of 
Jews who stand near the Tarkish throne has been removed in the person 
of Youssour Errenpt Kritcer, a man who contrived to serve his people 
and his adopted country. with equal fidelity and distinction. A word of 
remembrance for Kaa. Exit Franzos, the Austrian-Jewish novelist ; Moses 
Corcos, the champion of his brethren in Morocco; Chief Rabbi Fiaminio 
Srexvi, the learned editor of the Italian-Jewish organ, Vessillo Israelitoes 


PLorke, of Frankfort, a philanthropist of catholic sym- 


pathies, representative of the Frankfort community on the Council of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association; Ranst Dr.  Ranmer, the beloved 
spiritual «bief of the Magdeburg community, and editor of the /sruelitische 
Wochenschritt; Dr. Marcus Jasrrow, the eminent Talmudist; 
Boss KABiINOWITZ, a Russian philanthropist ; and Caaim 
the most original and the most popular veteran of the 
Hebrew scholars and tfiterature. In the scattered Jewish com- 
munities of Greater Britain, more than one noted Hebrew has 
fallen by the way since the dawn of the dying year-—men like the warm- 
hearted President of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue at Montreal,

Jusse Josevn, one of the pioneers of Canadian progress, and the Rev. E. 


 Braoraca, a restless labourer in God's vineyard, pious, learned, devoted 


to his people. All these and many a humbler personality of worth have 
gone hence during the year. But the sap of Jewish geniusand ‘‘ character ”’ 
does not and will not dry. Others step forward to take the places of those 
who have fallen out. If we may vary the beautiful words of Job: The 
Lord hath taken, the Lord will give; Blessed be the name of the Lori! 


NOTES OF THE WEEK. 

A Reuter's telegram from St. Peters- 

burg reports the issue of an Imperial 

Ukase, ‘‘ amending the _ provisions 
relating to the residential rights of Jews.’’ At this distance, and with the 
limited opportunities of observation enjoyed by foreign Jews, it is not 
always easy to say what are the exact ‘‘rights’’ enjoyed by the Tsar's 
Jewish subjects; and it is even said that there are lawyers in Kassia itself

who gain a livelihood by unravelling the complexities and contradictions 


- of the anti-Jewish laws. 


In its main purport, however, the purpose of the 
Ukase is clear. It aims apparently at easing the situation of the upper 
class Jews—-the ‘‘ couches supérieures’’ of which the late M. de Plehve 
spoke to Mr. Lucien Wolf. We cannot regard these concessions 
with any great enthusiasm. One of them grants the right to 
settle ‘‘outside towns and villages in the residential zone’’ to Jews of 


higher education, to merchants of the First Guild, to discharged soldiers 
and to artisans ‘‘so long as they work at their trade.’’ The first two 
of these classes are necessarily small in numbers; the laws restricting 
Jewish educational rights remaining unaffected by the ukase. The 
inclusion of the artisans is limited by the words ‘‘ so long as they work at 


their trade,’’ a phrise which has, in the past, been interpreted by officials 
in the most extraordinary fashion. The concession to ‘* discharged 
soldiers*’ is followed by another which grants rights of residence through- 


out the Enpire to ‘* Jews who have taken part in the war in the Far Kast, 


and who have received distinctions, or who have simply served on the 


active list of the Enpire.’’ Taking the two concessions together, it would 


appear from the somewhat obscure language of the decree that Jews who 


have served their military term without being called out op active service 


are to be kept strictly within the zone, while being allowed liberty of 
residenee in the districts outside the zonal towns and villages. Kat thos» 
Jews who have fought with distinction in the Japanese War, or who have 
merely ‘‘ served in the active list’’ (a dillisult phrase to understand) are to 


; be allowed unrestricted freedom of residence throughout the country. As 
Yatts, a worthy Liverpool Jew and communal worker; Mr. Henny SivMons, 


a correspondent points out elsewhere, the concession to the Jewish soldiers 


does not even restore the conditions prevalent ‘*‘ at the end of the sixties.’’ 


Its Effects. 


There are several other concessions mentioned in 
the Ukase. One somewhat vague sentence states 
that Jews who possess a liberal higher educa- 


- tion and are of good reputation may carry on business anywhere, and may,

without having previously belonged for five years to the residential zone of 
the First Guild, trade in districts outside the precincts of this zone. What 
is to be the test of *‘ liberal higher education,’’ who are to be the judges, 
and why men of high academic attainments should suddenly want to 
eater business, are questions that the Ukase does not answer. Minor 
additions are also made to the privileges of the merchaaots of the Second 
(;aild, though the provision limiting the duration of the visits of First 
merchants to the towns of the . interior to three months 
seems to curtail by fifty per cent. their former rights. Further, 
Councillor of Commerce or Councillor .f 
Manufactures are given the right of unrestricted residence in the Empire- 


It is obvious that these concessions will not materially affect the bulk of 


Russian Jewry. The merchants, the highly educated, the Councillors of 
(‘ommerce and Iodustry, are not very numerous, thanks to the Russian 
oppression. Even the privileged merchants are still cramped in their 
movement. However honest and valuable they may be, they cannot 
buy or inherit real estate. A Jewish artisan may be the best and 


ablest of his class, or the Jew may be a man ‘of higher 
education,’’ but the same disability clings to him. The doling 
out of these little instalments of elementary human liberty, while 


humiliating to a people of spirit, offers no prospect of large economic 
betterment, and there is something derisory in a decree which 
grants to a University graduate the right to start business in a 
rural district. Even if the assimilation of the upper strata of Jews with 
the Kassian population were completed, only the fringe of the Kuasso-Jewish 
question, as M. de Plehve himself recognised, would have been touched. 
The late Minister admitted that the problem becomes more difficult to solve 
when the*‘ lower class'’ element of the Russian Jews is reached. For this 
element the Ukase does nothing. The rate of progress, which M. de Plehve 
described as very slow and cautious, becomes in their case almost imper- 
ceptible ; while the distress and misery prevalent among them are reported 
to have set up a new emigration movement from Mohilew. Kut the most 
remarkable part of the Ukase is the last paragraph, which enacts that all 
orders issued by the Central Courts concerning the entry of ews of the 
nerchant and small citizen classes into the interior provinces remain in 
force, even should they have been issued illegally. **The new regulations,’’ 
xdds the Imperial Ukase, ‘‘do not apply to districts in which special 
regulations exist for the circumscription of Jews.’’ In other words, as a 
correspondent points out, the Ukase is to be without prejudice to old and 
illegal decisions of the Tribunals, while the Jews, for whose benefit the 
Ukase is made, are still to be subject to all the vexations rules and exac- 
tions of the local police. The Imperial decree, as a Jewish charter, is 
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farcical. The best that might be said of it is that it indicates that 


the murder of Ie Plehve is not to be followed by a fresh period of 
repression. 


The celebration of the birth of the 
ecclesiastical year, 5665, will find a 
considerable number of  coreli- 
gionists absent from town. With the festival falling exceptionally early, 
many will be tempted to take advantage of a phenomenal summer by 
prolonging holidays far into September. To the majority, however, the 
special solemnity with which the Jewish consciousness invests the 
Day of Memorial will appeal with all its old, irresistible force. As of 
yore, its imperative call will summon even the indifferent to solemn and 
serious reflection, and those who are not indifferent, to renewed 
efforts of self-development. We shall witness a religious revival 
such as the opening days of Tishri have never failed to inaugurate. 
Synagogues will be thronged with worshippers, and temporary meeting- 
houses will be requisitioned {o supply the spiritual needs of an ever-growing 
population. A ceremonial of striking impressiveness will combine with a 
stirring liturgy to enforce the teaching of human accountability to 
God, which is the key-note of the New Year and its succeeding days of 
penitence. And all this will be preparatory to the great Fast, thé obser- 
vance of which brings the penitential season to a climax of prayerful 
solemnity. But one impressive feature will be wanting. Many who fore- 
gather to worship this New Year will not hear the Shofar, whose weird 
strains embody so much of the significance «f this sublime festival. 
This will involve a distinct loss to not a few persons whose devotions 
are uplifted by so solemn a rite. The first day falls on this occasion on 
Sabbath, when, according to orthodox practice, the Shofar is not sounded. 
As the second days of festivals, even when they happen on Sanday, are 
unfortunately coming to be increasingly disregarded, the ‘‘ Day of Blowing 
the Trumpets’ will this year not be observed assuch by those who restrict 
their attendance at synagogue to the first day. The great opportunity 
which Judaism provides of rousing the slumbering conscience to penitent

-resclutions will thus be missed. .\ fortnight ago we published a letter from 


, 


‘‘Sabbatarian"’ calling attention to the serious issues raised by this 
departure from the Mosaic Law. ‘‘ Sabbatarian’s 
arguments will have convinced many that inasmuch as_ the 
blowing of the Shofar would not appear to involve any dis- 
tinct violation of Sabbatical observance -in Labbinical phrase it is 
an art and not a labour—so ‘important a rite should not be omitted. The 
letters of other correspondents make it clear that the Shofar used to be 
blown on the Sabbath in the Temple, and that after the destruction of the 
Temple it was ordered by Jochanan ben Zacchai to be sounded at Jabneé. 
With such precedents in view it should be possible to bring the observance 
of a Sabbatical New Year into harmony at once with modern needs and the 
letter and spirit of the Mosaie Law. 


We observe that Mr. Harold 
Begbie, one of the band of 
sensational journalists who fasten 
on the unfortunate East End as a tield for ‘‘copy,"’ has become involved in 
a controversy in the colums of the Diily News. Mer. Bogbie made a 
specific allegation of the gravest character against the morals 
of the East End aliens. When challenged by East End Christian residents 
like Mr. Brien (who described the allegation as ‘‘ an infamous and scandalous 
accusation "’) to name the streets in which the scenes he depicted occurred, 
Mr. Begbie takes refuge in a promise of secrecy that he made to his guide. 
If this writer wishes to jastify himself against the spirited reply of Mr. 
John Burns, he will at once procure the necessary permission to publish 
the name of the streets, so that the alleged facts may be investigated. 
Not satisfied with the allegation referred to, Mr. Begbie goes on to 
prefer a charge of street immorality numbers of East 
End Jewesses. This allegation Mr. George. K. Sims properly 
stigmatises as ‘‘ slander.’’ An East Kad Minister (Mr. Thomas Jackson), 
qualified to speak ‘by residence and years of service in Whitchapel,’’ 
states emphatically that ‘‘in respect of morality and temperance the 
Jews of Whitechapel well bear comparison with districts having 
a far higher reputation.’’ Mr. Beghie scoffs at Mr. Zangwill’s assertion 
that the aliens have cleansed many East End streets. If he wishes for 
confirmation of Mr. Zangwill’s statement, let him turn to the evidence 
given before the Aliens Commission by the Rev. W. H. Davies, a man who 
has, upon this §gu!ject, forgotten more than Mr. Begbie and the 
writers of his class ever knew. Mr. Davies, who is the Rector 
of Spitalfields, stated that ‘‘the aliens have purified whole 
districts.’’ ‘‘ I can say this for the Jews,’’ he continued, ** that they have 
wiped out whole areas of vice and infamy. . . . It is a marvellous 
thing, but they have done it.’’ It is characteristic of Mr. Begbie’s 
manner that he actually drags in the recent burglary at Major Evans- 
Gordon’s Stepney house, as an illustration of alien infamy, though 
the identity of the burglars is still unknown. This superficial 
writer, whose vicious imagination sees wickedness in the stylish 
dress of an Kast End girl, has no eyes for the _ great 
breadths of goodness that exist in this part of London. He

has nothing to say of the 150 benefit and friendly societies in the Kast 
End (with their 20,000 members), inculcating thrift, loyalty, friendship and 
respect for constituted authority. He knows nothing of, or cares nothing 
for, the reading circles, the literary societies, the numerous little bethels 
with their ‘holy brotherhood for visiting the sick, for comfort- 
needy in the hour 


ing the mourner, for befriending phe 


of distress.’ These things do not make good copy, or, with 
their foreign exterior, are hidden from the eyes of the superficial 
journalistic inquirer. We are not surprised at the reckless language of 
Mr. Begbie. It is not so long since this gentleman attributed 
the recent small-pox epidemic in London to the aliens—a statement 
which was flatly contradicted by the authorities. Mr. Begbie assures us 
that rather than copy the ideals of the aliens (whom Mr. Arnold White 
described as men of * brain-p>wer, shrewdness, industry, temperance, 
domesticity and great cay; acity for low living and high thinking’), it would, 
be preferable to belong to the ‘healthy, skull-cracking, purse-snatching 
highwaymen.”’ There is no accounting for tastes, and this preference may 
explain the literary hooliganism of Mr. Beghbie. 


We published recently 
a letter from Mr. Herbert 
J. Marcus, the Hon. Seec- 
retary of the [adustrial Committee of the Jewish Board of Guardians, which 
deserves more than a passing notice. The work of the Industrial 
Committee consists in the apprenticing of Jewish lads and girls to usefal 
trades. It is of the utmost value to our commanity, for while it opens up 
a steady career of prodactive labour to many of the rising generation, it 
adds to English Jewry a stable working-class element which we ought 
heartily to welcome, The Industrial Committee has now over 700 
apprentices under its charge, and is helping over 200 boys and girls every 
year to master a trade. It receives about 30 applications per week for 
apprenticeship. Owing, however, to the scarcity of employers of labour 
who are ready to release their apprentices from attendance on 
the Sabbaths and Holidays, the number of eligible’ masters 
falls far short of the number of would-be apprentices. This 
must necessarily have one of two results. Kither the boys and girls 
must be refused apprenticeship and so driven into the ranks of those gaining 
a ** precarious livelihoodin andesirable and unhealthy occupations,”’ or else 
they aro (sometimes) apprenticed to masters of inferior calibre, with 
unfortunate results as the apprenticeship proceeds. Unhappy choices of 
masters, leading to the cancellations of indentures, sow a crop of ne'er-do- 
wells, while the driving of our young into precarious occupations reduces 
their value as Jewish citizens and deprives the community of valuable 
ballast. There is also a grave religious side to this question. We are 
constantly complaining of the increasing desecration of the Sabbath. We 
look with alarm at our empty synagogues and our children trooping out of 
our schools into the ranks of the Sab »ath-breakers. We form Relicious 
Unions and thunder from our pulpits at the desecrators. But an ounce 
of practice is worth many pounds of theory, and Jewish employers who 
undertake to receive Jewish apprentices and give them facilities for observ- 
ing their religion will be achieving far morefor our grand old faith than can 
be accomplished by a whole library of sermons, It is an unfortunate thing 
that our lads should be compelled, on the threshold of their career, to 
balance their prospects in life against their attachment to their religion ; 
and those who would relieve them of that dilliculty would perform a real 
Niddush Hashem. We strongly appeal to Jewish employers to give the 
poorer lads of their community a chance tv develop at once into good 
citizens and good Jews. The sacrifice involved may be rea!, though 
not great, and but little reflection will tell them that that way lies their 
duty to their religion, their race, and the State.

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The Situation in Russia. 


Extension of Residential Rights 

A Reuter telegram from St. Petersburg gives the following details as to 
an extension of the rights of the higher class of Jews on which we have 
already commented : 

An Imperial Ukase has been issued amending as follows the provisions 
relating to the residential rights of Jews, the amendments being intended as 
provisional until such time asa general revision can be undertaken of the 
whole legislation concerning Jews: The provision forbidding Jews to 
settle outside towns and villages in the residential zone will not apply 
to Jews of higher education, with their women and children, to 
merchants of the First Guild, and their families, and to merchants who 
have for fifteen years belonged to the First Guild, to artisans so 
long as they work at their trade, and to discharged soldiers, Such 
Jews will be allowed to rent premises outside towns and 
villages as dwelling-houses and for business purposes. Jews who 
possess a liberal higher education and are of good reputation may 
carry on business anywhere, and may, without having— previously 
belonged for five years to the residential zone of the First Guild, carry on 
trade outside the precincts of this zone. Jewish merchants of the First 
Guild who have not belonged a full ten years to the First Guild can re-enter 
the interior provinces without having to pass another five years in the 
residential zone. Jews who have resided for ten years, even though not 
uninterruptedly, outside the residential zone of the First Guild, receive the 
right toenter into the interior provinces and town communes and to live with 
their families in any part of the Empire. Jews with the titles of Councillor 
of Commerce or Councillor of Manufactures may reside with their families 
in any part of the Empire, including the villages in the residential zones. 
Jews who have taken part inthe war in the Far East, and who have received 
distinctions, or who have simply served on the active list in the army, 
receive the right to reside in any partof the Empire. Jewish merchants of 
the First and Second Guilds receive the right to visit, without restriction, 
all towns in the interior governments for purposes of trade and industry. 
Their stay in each town, however, must not exceed three months in any year. 
In cases of illness, moreover, they can empower clerks to represent them in 
business in such towns. Wives of Jews of higher education and possessing the 
titles of Councillor of Commerce or Councillor of Manufacturers receive the 
right for life to reside in any part of the Empire. The sons of such Jews, 
however, only receive this right until they are of age or until they have 
ended their high-school course, and the daughters until their marriage. All 
orders issued by the central courts concerning the entry of Jews of the 
merchant and small citizen classes into the interior provinces remain in 
force even should they have been issued illegally. The new regulations do 
not apply to districts in which special regulations exist for the circum- 
spection of Jews. 


The New Imperial Ukase, 

With reference to the Ukase printed above, a prominent member of 
the Russo-Jewish Committee, who is probably better qualified to Judge of 
the nature of the new Ukase than any other member of our community, 
sends us the following communication :— 

The new Ukase in favour of the Jews, in which apparently important 
concessions are made as to their residence and trading, must not be 
regarded of any value to the persecuted Jews of Russia, or as affording any 


relaxation of the Ignatieff May Laws. The Ukase-is, in fact, only a ruse to 


secure the support of Jewish financiers on the Continent to the flotation of 
the huge Russian war-loan about to be issued 

Under the provisions of the new Ukase, the only Jews who will be 
allowed to settle or to rent premises outside the towns, that is to say in 
the agricultural districts of the pale, will be merchants of the first guild 
and post guild, working artisans and discharged soldiers, and Jews who 
have passed a course of higher education. All these categories would 
constitute an insignificant proportion of the whole Jewish population, and 
would comprise just those who from their position as merchants, artisans, 
graduates, and retired soldiers, would not desire to engage in rustic 
pursuits or to reside in the country districts. The millions of Jews, who 
were driven by the May Laws from the villages and hamlets of the pale into 
its crowded towns and cities, and deprived of the land which they had 
cultivated all their lives, remain untouched by this delusive Ukase. 

As to the extension of the rights of trading conferred by the new law, 
it is difficult to see who will derive benefit from the supposed extension, 
or, indeed, whether any extension is intended. Jews “ who possess a 
liberal higher education” (presumably graduates) are not very numerous, 
seeing that for about 15 years no university or high school has been 
allowed to have more than three per cent. of Jewish students, and seeing 
that lately many of these centres of learning have been closed as suspected 
of revolutionary tendencies. Moreover, graduates are not likely to be 
anxious to “carry on business.” As far as one can understand the com- 
plicated new regulation, a few exceptional first guild merchants of long 
standing may set up a business in any part of the Empire outside the pale, 
and the same privilege is to be extended to Jews now serving in the army 
of the Far East. There is a grim irony in this last concession, for if the 
Jewish soldiers survive this terrible war, they must serve till the close of 
the campaign, and, if they perish, the Ukase®will not be of great service to 
them! Jewish merchants of the first and second guild are to have the right 
of visiting all towns for business as long as they do not stay more than 
three months in any one place. This right members of the first guild always 
had, subject to police regulations, and those of the second guild could 
always obtain the right by administering the usual bribes. But, whatever 
may be the practical effect of the Ukase, it must be observed that applying, 
as it does, solely to very limited classes of Jews, merchants of the first and 
second guilds, graduates, counsellors of commerce, and manufacturers and 
soldiers still serving in the Far East, that effect, if any, will never touch 
the great mass of our Russian coreligionists—the four or five millions who 
have for the past 23 years been unable to do business outside the Pale of 
Settlement, and even there been subjected to all the persecutions resulting 
from the May Laws. 

The last paragraph of the Ukase is a thorough specimen of Russian 
law-giving, for it renders nugatory all that precedes it. It seems to have 
been added by some official who thought the concessions in the body of the 
Ukase dangerously liberal; for it legalises and maintains in force all orders

heretofore made by the central courts which prevented the free movement 
of the Jews “ even should they have been issued illegally.” In other words, 
the new Ukase is to be without prejudice to old and illegal decisions of 
Moreover, as “the new regulations do not apply to 
districts in which special regulations exist for the circumscription of 
Jews,” that is, for the prevention of their free movement, this last paragraph 
means that the Jews for whose benefit the Ukase is made are still to be 
subject to all the vexatious rules, exactions, and extortions of the local 
police. 

If the Russian Government desire to secure the sympathy of Jewish 
capitalists in regard to their gigantic war-loan—and it is difficult to imagine 
any Jew, and still less any British Jew, favouring a Russian investment 
at the present juncture—it cannot be by such a will-o’-the-wisp as the 
Ukase just published. To have any effect on Jewish temper or feeling, there 
ean be but one Ukase, the complete and unreserved abrogation of the 
hateful May Laws, and of the pile of case-laws based thereon, 

The new decree, as far as it concerns the residential rights of Jews in 
Russia, practically restores them to the position which they occupied in 
Russian legislation at the end of the sixties of the past century. In the 
whole ukase there is not one privilege which had not been already accorded 
by Alexander I1., and, subsequently withdrawn, partly by the interpreta- 
tions of the Senate (the highest court of law in Russia), and partly by the 
administrative acts of Count Ignatieff when Minister of the Interior, and by 
his followers, that is, in the reigns of Alexander III. and the present Tsar. 

According to the law embodied in the Russian Code in the edition of 
1857, Jews who had served their country as soldiers had the right to live 
in any part of the empire, but when, in 1874, universal conscription was 
introduced in Russia, some of the authorities raised the question whether 
the privilege aceorded to Jews who had been soldiers applied to the new 
state of things. The question naturally came up when many Jews who had 
been enlisted according’ to the new law of conscription, desired, after 
having completed their service, to settle outside the Jewish residential zone. 
It was about the year 1879, or 1380, when the question came before the Senate, 
which, in 1885, decided that the privilege of settlement outside the pale was 
accorded Only to those Jewish soldiers who had served under the old law 
of enlistment, and not under the law of universal conscription. This 
casuistical and mean interpretation at once robbed tens of thousands of 
Jews of the right of residence outside the pale. According to the new ukase 
this interpretation of the Senate is abrogated but it seems only partial. As 
far as can be gathered from the English version of the ukase, not all Jewish 
soldiers will be privileged to reside everywhere, but only those who have 
‘taken part in the war in the Far East, and who have received distinctions, 
or who have simply served on the active list of the army.” The latter 
expression is not quite clear. I should say that the translation is bad; and 
hefore I have the original Russian text before me I would not undertake to 
say that every Jewish soldier in the Russian army will be entitled to the 
right of residence in any part of the country. 

Again, Jews of higher education, merchants of the first guild, and 
artisans, were only in recent years robbed of their right to live in villages 
within the Pale of Settlement, and have been robbed, not by the law, but 
by interpretations of the Senate and ministerial circulars. The ukase, 
however, in restoring their rights, at the same time limits them on one 
point, and that is as regards merchants of the first guild of the Pale of 
Settlement. According to the law as set forth in the Codex of 1857 and 1876, 
these merchants had a right to stay six months in a town outside the 
residential zone, but now this right is limited to three months. 

The ukase, in restoring the right of residence to a certain class of 
privileged Jews, does not, however, restore the very important right which 
they possessed under the old law, and of which they were deprived only last 
year. This is the right to own land and houses. I have in vain looked for 
this restoration in the ukase, but there it is explicitly said that such Jews 
will be allowed “to rent, premises as dwelling houses and for 
business purposes.” And so the Jew, even of the privileged class, will, as 
heretofore, not be entitled to buy or inherit what is called real property. 

Very ominous are the last lines of the Ukase, telling us that the new 
regulations do not “apply to districts in which special regulations exist 
for the circumscription of Jews.” This reservation really makes the whole 
thing a farce, and a very bad and undignified farce. Be ae 


The Vienna correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Monday :— 

The Czar’s Ukase abolishing the restrictions of May 2nd, 1882, as to the right of 
abode of Jews, and slightly extending the right of carrying on business ate the 
pale is severely criticised by the Allgemeine § Zeituny, which may be 
regarded as the organ of the Jewish middle’ classes in Vienna. 
The Ukase,”’ the paper says, “has its origin in misfortune in war. Russia needs 
money, and with a view of favourably influencing the Money Markets, especially that 
of Berlin, the Administration softens its heart, and alleviates a little the lot of the 
Jews, but how many of them will benefit by the Ukase ? Not everyone can acquire 
the title of Commercial or Industrial Councillor. Very few of the Jewish soldiers now 
fighting for Russia in Eastern Asia have acquired the distinctions which are sparingly 
given to the rank and file, and the lot 7 the Jewish masses who waste away in 
misery, and for whom the whole of Russia is a huge prison, bas not been touched by 
the abolition of Count Ignatieff’s Jew-baiting measure of 1882. There is not a word of 
clemency in the Ukase for Jewish male or female students, of whom the latter, as 
Anatole Leroy Beaulieu tells in his book on Russia, must take out yellow tickets if 
they want to continue their studies at a Russian University.’’ The Neue Freie Presse, 
which also has a right to k in the name of a large class of Jews, is fairly satisfied with 
the Ukase, “which, although it fails to do away altogether with restrictions of 
domicile for Jews'in the Empire, which are a source of great misery to thousands upon 
thousands of Jewish families, is at least a significant step towards a revision of the 
Jew laws which is contemplated by the Ministry of the Interior in Russia.’”’

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Universalism in the Amidah for Rosh Hashanah. 


By EDWIN COLLINS 


The misunderstanding of a few passages in the Bible and the Prayer- 
Book has given rise to the entirely erroneous idea: that Judaism teaches 
belief in “a tribal,” or, at least, a “ national, God,” and that “ universalism ” 
ith religion is the monopoly of a newer faith, and of a few modern, and 
specially enlightened, Jews. This fallacy has been so often repeated that 
even some people who ought to know better seem to take its truth for 
granted. 

Without attempting to deal with the whole question in the present

kinsman Lot, but for the alien sinners in the Citrtes of the Plain” (Gen.

Before praying that the Eternal may grant © glory (or honour) to His 
people, yoy His land,” and realise the messin pes cf Israel : ana 


inextricably blent with that prayer, comes the heartfelt sapplication that 
Hie may make “ all His works fear Him, so that all creatures (3 3D) 
may worship Him,” and “all” make one united band to do His will with a 
, perfect heart.” Then only, comes the prayer that praise and hope, and con- 


fidence, and freedom of speéch, and all blessings may be vranted, not to 
Israel alone, but . (PNW?) to all who revere God; that is to say, to all 
creatures; so that the rule of violence, the principle that might 
is right, may he made to “pass. from the earth, 
and that the rule and dominion of God, alone, may be aeknowledged by the 
Whole world. It Is felt that the hope Israel] i! the re veneration 
all mankind, and cannot be satisfied without that regeneration, and the 
perfect happiness for all, which must result, when in place of tvrannmies and 


revolt-—-oppression ana Injustice, on the one hand, and armed rebellron on 
the other —“ every being that has been forined ” recognises that it is God 
who has formed him, and when “everyone with breath in his nostrils 

acknowledges the Divine Sovereignty, Involving the lutyv of merey ane 


justice to all God’s creatures, and giving assurance of protection in thy 
performance of that duty. Not for Israel, alone, is this Kingdom of God 
on earth: but for 95 “all the inhabitants of the world “all 
creatures,” every living being and every human soul 

It is true that it is the “ God of Israel,” whose rule and dominion are te 
be established, and that Zion is to be the racdiat ny centre whence the 
blessings of His supremacy are to flow. But this simply tollows’from the 
fact that Israel has been the first nation to recognise the true God of all 
the earth; that Zion is the watershed whence flow the ~ streams of tendeney 
making for righteousness,” which shall eventually flood the whole earth with 
“the effective knowledge * of God as the Waters cover the sea.” It is true 


that elsewhere in the Amidah for New Year, just as in that of all the 
festivals, God is thanked for having specially chosen the children of Israel! 
to be the recipients of His Law But the context shows that this is merely 
a grateful acceptance of a holy mission, involving the duties, as well as the 
privileges, ofa pioneer “ Kingdom of Priests and holy nation,” conterred on 
Israel by the God who “remembers Noah and all lis descendants —1e., 
all mankind, and by whom “évery spirit and eve: ving soul is visited.” 

Nor is there one word implying that conversion to the faith of Israel, 
or adoption of the whole Mosaic Law, is necessary for the salvation of tan. 
kind. One thing only is demanded of “ the inhalitants of the world” the 
acknowledgment of the supreme Creator, and the abandonment of the 
worship of created things, and of violence AGUITis) « wh other Nor is evel 
this minimum of “ conversion ” made a condition to the granting of salva- 
It 1s asi natural cohsequenlhce of the liivent appreciation the 
God of Israel 93 that the Kingdom of God ts to established 
upon earth, so that “good at last shall fall, at last, far-off, at last, to all” 

The idea embodied in the whole of the Rosh Hashanah service is 
distinetly that God is the God of the whole earth whom Israel now worships, 


and that all mankind will ultimately be blessed when they recognise Him 


as their Ruler, and do His will with a perfect heart. [It is emphatically not 
that a God, who is now the special deity of the people of Israel, shall one 
day be adopted as the God of the other nations Throughout the chief 
prayers for Rosh Hashanah there is a constant harking back to the 
creation of the world. rather than to the Passover or to the revelation at 
Sinai: a constant reference to “ all creatures,” © al! formed beings,” “ all the 
works of God”: a reiterated assertion that God remembers and visits all 
peoples and nations, for good or evil, according to their works, and with 
impartial justice, tempered only by mercy. 

It is ververemarkable that in the principal portion of the chief prayer 
in the ritual for the principal holidays of the year, the Jews, throughout 
ages of persection, should make their supplication, first for the w hole world 
for their enemies who “ persecute and despitefully use them, and only 
secondarily and indirectly for themselves. They. attribute the sin, and 
injustice, in the world, the temporary triumph of iniquity their own unhap- 
iness and that of others, to the one fact that men Jews and honed ews— 
not sufficient fear of God,” the C‘reator: have rel sufficient confidence 
in Hlis providence to enable them to act with tustice and mierey towards 
each other. 

The line of thought implied in the four paragraphis that precede : 
“Blessed are Thou. Oh Eternal, the Holy King,” ts as follows :—

THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 

Sir,—With deep sorrow and an aching heart did we Jews of Shanghai 
hear of the untimely and unexpected death of. our great 
Zionist leader, Dr. Theodor Herzl. To the writer of these 
lines it came as an overwhelming shock. As I write this, my heart is 
weeping at the loss of such a noble son of Jewry. Now that he is no more 
and it is really sad to think so—it may be truly said, without any exag- 
geration, that “the whole House of Israel bewails the burning which the 
Lord hath kindled.” Only this week (end July) a meeting of the Shanghai 
Zionist Association was held at which it was unanimously resolved to convey 
our sympathy to the leader of the Zionist Movement in his recent illness, and 
wishing him a speedy recovery. Alas! our hopes have been ruthlessly 
dashed to pieces. Our Zionist leader, whom we wanted to see realise his 
ambition to lead the children of-Israel to Zion, whom we wanted to see as a 
yrince, as a statesman, at the head of the Jewish State, has passed away. 
Now everything is a forlorn hope, and we are to be content to remain bereft 
of that loving Zionist brother who departed so early to his resting-place. 

It is heartrending to contemplate that we have lost our powerful 
leader, who united the greater part of Jewry on one platform, for the one 
great and long cherished ideal, which moved Jewry since the days of the 
Diaspora. QO, the pity of it, the pity of it! Our loss as a nation is, indeed, 
irreparable. Herz] has left a gap in our midst which none can so ably fill. 
He left us at a very critical moment, at a moment when his services were 
most requisitioned. God has given his beloved sleep. Israel in exile, be 
consoled with the knowledge that he left to posterity an admirable example 
to all of us to emulate. Let us, therefore, be strong and take courage. We 
cannot equal him, it is true, but we must continue the work which he left 
undone. Let us rise up and see that a worthy successor be appointed at 
the head of the Zionist Movement. Herzl, its founder, has launched a ship 
in the sea, and guided us to steer it, until we successfully reach the harbour 
of Palestine. To enumerate in detail the imperishable work of Dr. Herzl; 
to write about the influence which he brought to bear upon those who

were drifting from the pale of Judaism; to write about the strong bond of 
union which has been established amongst the seattered remnant of the 
House of Israel, as a result of the movement, of which Herzl was the 
founder, would not be within the range of possibility—owing to the 
limited time and space. But for all that, I believe the mourning will not 
be confined to the personal friends or admirers of Dr. Herzl. I, as a 
Zionist and a follower of Dr. Herzl, am writing under the shadow of a 
personal loss, although the deceased was personally unknown to me. I 
am positive the sad news of the demise of Dr. Herzl will strike a responsive 
chord in the hearts of all his followers and admirers. Words fail to express 
sufficiently the high esteem in which Dr. Herzl was held in the hearts of 
Jewry, and his sudden departure will cause widespread regret and mourning. 
Farewell, Herzl! What greater service can we render your imperish- 

able memory than a continuation of the work which you have so nobly 
heyun, for the emancipation of the entire Jewish race from the house of 
hondage 2? To your memory the words of a well-known poet can be fittingly 
applied : 

His life was gentle; and the elements 

So mix’d in him that Nature might stand up 

And say to all the world. * This was a man.”

I can assure him 
that neither Rabbiner Reines, of Lida,. nor Dr. Nobel, of Leipzig, nor Dr.

According to the Presshburg programme, which is now definitely settled, 
the Mizrachi are an organised body of orthodox Jews who accept the Zionist 
programme and seek to obtain a legally safeguarded home in the land of 
our fathers, who désire to work for the preservation of the Jewish nation 
in the spirit of the written and oral Law, who believe that the object of the 
Jewish nation, as a condition of its vitality, is to cling to the written and 
oral Law and fulfil ‘its commandments, and who, in this sense, support all 
Zionist efforts to improve the moral, intellectual and physical condition of 
our persecuted brethren all over the world. ; 

Consequently there is no intolerance, no party split, no personal spite, 
no pettiness of any description, but a simple desire to insist on Zionism in 
all its original purity.

Sir.—It was dissension that lost us our fatherland thousands of years 
ago. Let not the same canker lose us the opportunity we have at the 
present day of regaining Palestine; else what have we gained from the 
2.000 years’ course of lessons we have leartnt in the school of the world 
under the relentless cane of persecution ? It is said that we have a mission 
to teach the nations, but it seems now that we ought to be the pupils. 
Instead of ineuleating morality, civilisation, and culture to the world, we 
ought to commence taking lessons in discipline and unity. No sooner 
has the leader of Zionism been snatched away by fate than his followers 
begin picking bones of contention with one another, and thus threatening 
the very safety of the marvellous bequest left them by Theodor Herzl. 
Zionism has done so much good for the Jewish people, it has inspired hope 
into waning hearts and pride into servile ones, it has pumped the water of

WHY UGANDA SHOULD NOT BE SUMMARILY REJECTED. 


Sir,—In spite of the momentary lull in the persistent persecution with 
which the bulk of our brethren are menaced, there can be no question that 
that lull is but temporary. No sooner will things take a turn, favourable 
or otherwise, in the gigantic struggle for mastery in the Far East, than the 
unfortunate Jews in Russia will once more be made the scape-goats of 
absolutism, and their conditior and prospects become worse than ever. 
The trifling relaxation for the moment granted them is a mere feint, an 
ad captandum stratagem to win the unwary Jewish capitalist, as the 
wider scope granted temporarily to Russo-Jewish medical students 
is.dictated by the necessity of supplying able practitioners who are so sorely 
lacking under the present system of restriction. | 

Forewarned should find us fore-armed. Wre Palestine prepared at 
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once to absorb the teeming millions of our oppressed brethren, no more 
fitting refuge could be found. But the leaders of the Zionist movement, 
including, first and foremost, their lamented head, have been fain to confess 
that under present conditions the idea would be preposterous. The exodus 
of our terror-stricken, down-trodden brethren is proceeding with an ever- 
increasing rapidity, so that even the United States, to which they prefer- 
entially flee, is becoming alarmed at the result. Why not, then, if the 
report of the commission proceeding to Uganda prove favourable, accept 
the generous offer of the British government, and apply towards its realiza- 
tion a goodly share of the resources at the disposal of the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association ? The autonomy that would be there enjoyed would facilitate 
the retention of those Jewish observances, such as Sabbaths and Festivals.

An experiment might well be tried in the new colony with so-called 
MEM’, or business association of Jew and Christian, whereby each would 
be enabled to keep his Sabbath conscientiousiv, whilst a solidarity 
of interest would be ensured in the two communities, which could not fail 
to raise an insuperable barrier against anti-Semitism, or assimilation on 
the part of the Jew which, as is too often seen in the United States, as well 
as nearer home, is synonymous with extinction 

This proposition in no way involves the abandonment of Israel's 
aspirations towards the land of his fathers, but would rather pave the way 
for it by safeguarding the sacred institutions upon which alone a happy 
restoration can be based.

Sir,—Do not imagine that I criticise the above without full warrant. 
It has been shown how, in its list of Presbiters, the mame of Hagin fil 
Magister Mosse has been omitted, his dead brother's name-taking his place 
at an impossible date. Let us see now whut treatment is doled out to 
Hagin when he is dealt with separately. 

The writer states that: (1) Hagin held the appointment of Presbiter and 
Chief Rabbi. (2) Hagin took office in 1255. (©) He succeeded his brother, 
Elias the Eveske. (Tovey, p. 58). (4) His wife was named Antera, and his 


son Aaron. (5) Both these, mother and son, owned the latest London 
synagogues in 1290. 
I will take these gratuitous statements in detail: (1) Hagin was 


Presbiter most assuredly; he was the Rothselhild of his day. He was not 
Chief Rabbi, because such functionary never existed in England. He was 
not even an ordinary rabbi, because the description “ Magister” is never 
found attached to his name. (2) Elias, his predecessor as Presbiter, was 
deposed in 1257. The date, therefore, is wrong. (3) Elias the Eveske, 
WS OAK as he signs himself, was the son of Benedict the Evesk, of London. 
Hagin was the son of a Lincoln Magister Mosse, =) that J73" JMS [3 WIN 
could not have been, and was ‘not, brother of 357 [2 OVP, One day or 
other I may have something Interesting to say this point. (4) The writer 


takes Hagin to be the same as Vives, son of Magister Mosse. It has been 
shown by Mr. Rigg that they are two distinct individuals, and he is right. 
Antera was the wife, not of Hagin, but of Vives, son of Magister Mosse of 


Clare. Aaron, son of Antera, was, therefore, Vives’ son, not Hagin’s. (5) 
Antera was dead at the time of the Expulsion. Aaron once had his -pro- 
prietary synagogue in Catte Strect, now Gresham Street, which he handed 
over to the community. Other synagogues were also in existence, 

Comment is needless except to say that. in my case, the errors are 
unimportant, for I can detect them in the twinkling of an eye. But what is 
to be said for future writers who do not possess iny experience, but who 
will rely, wholly and solely, upon the Encyclopedia, taking it confidently 
and unreservedly as their guide? Errors will thus be reproduced and _ per- 
petuated to the detriment of historic truth. More's the pity 

The observations I have deemed it my duty t) make I commend to the

OBITUARY. 


Mr. M. J. GREEN. 


We regret to announce the death (from consumption), on Tuesday night 
at St. Leonards, of Mr. M. J. Green, Secretary of the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum. The deceased, who was in his sixtieth year, was appointed 
Secretary of the Jews’ Hospital in 1889, having previously been in business, 
To the Institution, with which he was associated till the time of his death, 
he rendered most valuable services. He was possessed of great business 
capacity, which he was able to employ to the advantage of the 
Asylum, and he always enjoyed the implicit confidence of his Committee. 
Mr. Green did not confine himself to the mere performance of routine duties, 
but was active in obtaining support for the Institution. He was a 
prime mover in the Orphan Aid Movement, arid had a great deal to do 
with the extension of the Asylum in 1895 (the centenary) when £21,000 was 
collected. The Committee, In acknowledgement of his services, voted him 
agrant asa mark of the great appreciation of the Committee of the extra- 
ordinary services rendered to the charity in connection with the centenary 
festival.” Mr. Green was the chief organiser of this celebration. He was 
also instrumental, with Mr. Simeon Lazarus, now a Vice-President, in 
founding the Apprentices’ Homes in Coventry and Stoke. He had.a 
marvellous memory, and knew by heart-the name of every subseriber to the 
Institution. His relations with the staff were always of the. most cordial 
description. His continual weak health necessitated his relinquishing his 
Active work in 1900, though he still retained the title of Seeretary, and 
continued to take an advisory interest in the affairs of the Institution. Mr. 
Green was one of the SOS of the late Michael Levy (sreen. who whas brother 
of the late Rev. A. L. Green. 

The funeral takes place to-day at 10.30 at the Willesden Cemetery, the 
hodv having been brought to London vesterday from Hastings.

their homes and out of their employment. 

Mr. Begbie,. in spite of the assurances of his East End critics, retains the 
belief that the showy dress of East End girls is a cloak for all the vices. 

Mr. John Burns, M.P., wrote in the strongest terms in Tuesday’s Daily 
News condemning Mr. Begbie's statements, denouncing as a gross libel his 
horrible charges of immorality against East End residents. He is outspoken 
in his criticism of those journalists “ who rely upon their imagination for 
their facts, their invention for their illustrations, and the credulity of the 
public for descriptions of London which are a shameless libel upon all its 
citizens, the industrious poor, the generous rich, its kindly officials, and its 
decent Press.” Mr. Burns concludes his letter as follows :— 

No. Mr. Begbie, you are wrong m your allegations about Kast End maternal 
immorality, Jew or Gentile. Own up, withdraw, and sin no more. From the pity 
born of knowledge, the charity begotten of experience, I forgive you, on one con 
dition, and that is, vou will remember, as you now will, that what the East End 
does not want is to be drugged with drink, stuffed with alms, chloroformed bv 


charity—above all, to be grossly misrepresented by people who only know its poverty — 


exists when there is sensation to be made out of it, because that way their profit lies. 
The East End is no longer what it was. It ts at last upon its feet: it has chosen the 
straight but narrow paths of greater temperance. sobriety, kindness, sanitation. and 
civic regeneration. It has a long way to go tall it reac hes the Promised Land. But 
the civic, social, and industrial revivals of the past 15 vears have helped it to tread 
the upward slope of Mount Pisgah, and with kindly heln and neighbourly encourage. 
ment leave behind it the dark spots of declining misery and distress that are grossly 
exaggerated by the student without knowledge, the traveller without discrimination. 
the recorder withont patience, the seribe without brotherly love. As one of the 
veteran guides in this vast city, of its mighty host of industrial children, who are 
leaving the land of bondage, noverty, and degradation behind them. I must he par. 
doned for correcting those who only see ‘‘as through a glass darkly” the unward 
movement of the largest, as, with all its defects, it is the most orderly, patient, and 
moral aggregation of millions that time, industry, and the “‘ inhumanity of man to 
have brought together. 

Mr. Begbie replied on the following day. His letter contained the 
following passage :— 

Let me meet the more serious charge of Mr. Burns. I was struck with the 
beautiful maternity of the women even with their faces turned to the open doors of 
the houses, and I sought to show how inextricably good and evil, virtue and vice 
are tangled in the heart of humanity. It struck me that I had witnessed a little 
corner of London's manifold life which taught the observer one of the world’s 
supremest lessons. I honed that by describing this place I might make people feel— 
without preaching and without hysteria—how the nobler flowers of human nature 
struggle for an existence even in the midst of foulest weeds. I never suggested that 
this street was general of East London; I never hinted that the women were repre- 
sentative of our poorer population. I merely said: This exists. It is for the world 
to draw the moral, and for legislators to annly the remedy. 

Mr. Geo. R. Sims, with whom an interview was published in the same 
issue, said of one of Mr. Begbie’s allegations, “It is nothing short of a 
slander.” He added: 

Mr. Begbie is slandering a most respectable class by thus reflecting on the 
Jewish women who frequent. these parts on Saturday night. Thev are well-dressed 
orderly, bright, girls who have been hard at work during the week and at such a 
time are simply out for a walk after the Sabbath observances. Anvone acquainted 
with the family life of the Jews in East London knows perfectly well how wholesome 
and exalted it is. There is no loose morality. The poorest Jewish family brings up

Musical and Dramatic Notes. 


A. G. writes:—Among the many musical prodigies who have 
come into evidenee, our coreligionist, little Max Darewski, the eight-year- 
old composer and conductor, stands well to the fore. This was amply 
testified by the enthusiastic reception accorded to him a week ago at the 
Kursaal at Bexhill-on-Sea. A perfect storm of applause greeted the young 
conductor as he mounted the little rostrum specially prepared for him, and 
waved the small ivory and silver baton presented to him by Mr. Dan 
Godfrey. But little Max did not merely stand up and flourish the baton. 
He wielded it in a manner that spoke the master. He got the orchestra 
immediately under perfect control, and conducted with a force and energy 
and insight that drew loud murmurs of appreciation from all present 
including many well known musicians who had travelled down purposely 
to Bexhill to hear and see their youthful colleague. Later his masterly 
rendering on the pianoforte of Chopin's “ Nocturne No. 11,” and Borowskt's 
“ Danse Polonaise” was enthusiastically received, and in answer to 
repeated recalls he gave a little work of his own entitled “ Berceuse.” If 
is not difficult to see. that music with little Max is no every-day passion. 
Perhaps this is hardly to be wondered at when one remembers that he 
comes from a musical family of no mean repute. His father, Professor E 
Darewski, is now a well-known master of singing, and was once principal 
tenor at the Milan Opera. His eldest brother, Mr. Herman Darewsk}, has 
composed several successful songs which are being sung in some of the 
favourite musical comedies now running. Max learnt the piano at the age 
of three, and at five years old composed his first waltz, “ Le Réve,” which, 
amongst more recent compositions, he conducted last week at Bexhill 
Recently he won the Academy Bronze Medal for pianoforte playing at the 
Academy of Music, the youngest couiposer beside himself being twenty-five 
years of age. At present little Darewski is engaged on a tour of some of 
the most important sea-side towns, but in May, at one of the principal 
concerts at St. James’ Hall, Londoners: will themselves have the oppor- 
tunity of judging this little musical genius. 

Last Sunday Mr. Auguste Van Biene gave a recital on.Worthing Pier, 
for which he engaged Miss Sylvia Morris, who recited three times. Mr. 
Van Biene gave three ‘cello solos.. Every item was encored. Miss Morris 
has been offered an engagement for Australia next year in “The Broken 
Melody 

“The Broken Melody ” is nearing its 1,000 performance, and the hearty 
reception accorded Mr. Van Biene on Monday evening at the Pavilion Theatre 
indicated that the actor-musician and his three-act play are still high in 
the public favour. 

Last week Miss Ettie Kauffman, a Blackpool pianist, played on the 
North Pier in that town the Concertstuck op. 79, by Weher. The audience 
were so énthusiastic that she had to respond to an encore. Professor 
Speelman was so pleased with Miss Kauffman’s playing that he has invited 
her to perform again on the 2Ist inst 

Miss Ethel Hirschbein was one of the vocalists last week at the 
Promenade Concert at Queen's Hall. | Both vocally and artistically this 
young and promising artist shows a steady improvement. For her excellent 
rendering of two songs of Beethoven and one of Haydn (the latter par- 
ticularly being sung with admirable taste), Miss Hirschbein was loudly 
recalled.

Is there Another Adolph Beck ? 


In further reference to the case of Isaac Da Costa the Daily Chronicle 
says :—- 


An interview published in the Western Mail of Friday goes far to prove that the 
man is still at large for whose frauds the innocent Isaac Da Costa was sent to twelve 
months’ imprisonment at Devonshire Assizes. Names are not mentioned for obvious 
reasons, but the proprietors of the journal say they are prepared to give them to the 
po. . An acquaintance of the real swindler is said to be prepared to 
urnish the police with sufficient information to justify the release of the condemned 
man. Another link in the chain of evidence supporting the contention of Isaac Da 
Costa's innocence is provided ‘by the courtesy of the London City and Midland 
Bank, at Mile End. It will be remembered that Mr. Kearley’s affidavit, which 
we have forwarded to the Home Secretary, declares that the convicted man was at 
Knightrider-street, St. Paul's, on January 6th last, upon which day he is alleged to 
have been swindling Devonshire tradespeople. It also asserts that Da Costa on that 
day bought some goods, for which he had not the money to pay at the moment. but 
for which he paid on the next day, January 7th. Mr. 8. Rogers of 120, Mile End 
Road, adds that the money was borrowed from Mr. J. D. Rogers, on January 6th by 
Da Costa, who was given a loan by cheque. That cheque, with an affidavit by Mr. 
J. D. Rogers, sworn before Mr. Romain, is in existence, and can be produced when 
the police care to ask for it. Corroboration of the story is furnished at the bank in 
Mile End. At the request of a © aily Chronicle representative, the Manager, upon 
the authorisation of Hannah Rogers, niece of J. Rogers, turned up his ledger, 
and found that the only cheque drawn on January 6 by that customer was one for 
£3. Who it was made payable to, and who endorsed it, he does not know, as the 
document was demanded by their customer, and they produce his receipt for it. 
Hannah Rogers herself is prepared to swear an affidavit that on the afternoon or 
evening of January 7th she purchased some of the material which Isaac Da Costa 
had just bought and paid for, and that it was the same as she produced to a Daly 
Chronicle representative recently. In a perfectly courteous, and even kindly note, 
the governor of Exeter Gaol has informed Mrs. Da Costa that he is compelled to 
return the last letter she wrote to her husband, on the ground that it contains refer- 
ences to what the Press is doing for him. He suggests that she should confine 
herself strictly to what she and her friends are wap” and urges her not to raise too

UNITED STATES. 

Our Baltimore correspondent writes:—In my letter dated July 28th

(which has remained unchallenged in the American Jewish Press) that none 
ef its faculty has the right to confer the title of Rabbi.

Drachman, Professor Asher and Professor Jaffe. As the statement was made 
by a representative of the Orthodox Union in a Jetter which attracted con- 


siderable attention, I thought I was warranted in repeating it. I regret any 
possible injury to the gentlemen or their cause. ' 

The summer home of Mr. Isaac N. Seligman, the New York banker, in 
the Adirondacks, has been totally destroyed by fire. It is estimated to have 
cost over 40,000 dols. 

The Alliance Israélite Universelle of Paris now has its American organ 
under the title of Israelite Alliance Review. Its editors are Messrs. Nissim 
Behar, S. P. Frank and S. Lederhendler. 

At a cost of 15,000 dols. Mr. David Nederlander intends to equip an 
exclusively Jewish hospital at Detroit. He desires that it shall be maintained 
by the local Jewish societies. 

' Miss Esther Etting Solis, who died at Philadelphia last month, was born 
at Wilmington, Delaware, in March, 1815. She was the daughter of Jacob dla 
Silva Solis (a native of London who came to America in 1809) and of his wife, 
Charity Hays, and was descended on the father’s side from an old Sephardic 
family, and on the mother's, says the Jewish Exponent, from revolutionary 
patriots of Dutch lineage, who were among the earliest settlers of New 
Amsterdam, afterwards New York City.

JOHANNESBURG. 

A memorial serviee for the late Dr. Herzl was held on the 17th July, at 
the Jeppestown Synagogue. The synagogue was draped in black and the 
Scrolls of the Law were draped with bands of erépe. The children of the 
branch of the Zionist Society in Johannesburg, under the care of Miss J. 
Rabinsohn, attended in large numbers. They wore rosettes of the national 
emblem, covered in black. A stirring address was delivered by the Rev. J. 
Mizrachi East, who compared the life of Dr. Herzl with that of Moses. 
In the course of the address he said : Sad is our history ; our great men are 
snapped from us at the very moment when our redemption becomes possible. 
Baron de Hirsch died before he had .a chance to accomplish his great task 
to deliver Israel, before Herzl dreamt of lifting up our nation from its 
lethargy and want of self-respect. Had these two great men met, no doubt 
our political emancipation, under our own government, would have been an 
accomplished fact. We cannot question the deeds of Creaticn; yet we 
fervently hope that the national torch which Dr. Herzl has kindled will 
never be extinguished, and that we will be able to fulfil his dying wish, and 
carry his bones tothe Holy Land. 

The Rev. J. M. Bast writes tous: -In reading the annual report of the 
Jeppestown Hebrew Congregation, which vou printed in your valuable paper, 
I find no mention is made of our esteemed Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Jacobs, a

His devotion to duty, 
and his indefatigable work in the interest of our community is indescribable. 

He has the real grit of an 
English Jew, of whom our congregation are proud, 


The Old Synagogues at Toledo 


An interesting description of the two remaining synagogues in the once 
great Jewish centre of Toledo is given by Miss Adele Szold in the Jewish 
Comment. The smaller of these, known as Santa Maria la Blanea, has been 
restored by a governmental Commission. “Il wanted very much,” writes Miss 
Szold, “to chip away some of the whitewash on the walls and see if | could 
not disclose more traceries, and I should have done so if the place had not 
looked so spotless and perfectly cared for. The Commission has put its name 
over the portal, and has set Santa Maria aside as a momento. It is in the 
hands of a caretaker, who does not use it as a storehouse for old junk.” 
From the outside, Santa Maria is described'as an uninviting building, unob- 
strusively set back from the street in a small garden or patio, enclosed by 
high walls. But the style of the interior is quite distinctive. It consists of 
only one hall, but, unlike most other synagogues, it is divided into aisles by 
columns supporting horseshoe arches. The colamns are very impressive and 
unusually massive. Art critics consider this synagogue one of the best 
specimens of the second period of Moorish architecture, and almost unique 
of its kind. The capitals of the columns are unusually bold in style, bat not 
altogether so pleasing’as most Moorish stucco work. They seem alittle 
protuberant But they may have harmonised perfectly with the arabesques 
that undoubtedly once covered the walls. The arabesques which remain 
are also bold, and the work on them not so minute as in most other 
Moresque stucco. In the pictures of it, Santa Maria looks extremely hand- 
some ; it makes an impression of size, of distinct perspective and the 
whitewash does not look so glaring. 

Both the flooring and the roof, each characteristic specimens of 
Moresque work, bear witness that Santa Maria must once have been wholly 
pleasing. The flooring of brick, set at intervals with coloured tiles, is now 
uneven, and many of the tiles have been chipped, but the rich carving of the 
ceiling is intact, though the glowing colours with which it was once inlaid 
are gone. “The vicissitudes of Santa Maria la Blanea are the same as 
those of all other synagogues before they were destroyed. When Vicente 
Ferrer came with his words of fire and brimstone, the people of Toledo 
turned against the Jews and expelled them. The synagogue became a 
church and remained so for over a century. Then it became an asylum for 
prostitates ; half a century later a church again ; two centuries Jater a 
barrack ; then a military storehouse ; and finally a dancing hall. Now, in 
kindlier and more appreciative times, it is cared for and called a monumento. 
It stands there like some poor, misused horse, whose latest and gentler 
master turns it out into a field to pass its last days in peace.” 


The larger synagogue, which is not dealt with in the article, is called El 
Transito.

It seems as though his death had 
Come appropriately to round off his long period of service to the cohgrega- 
tion. For five-and-forty years he served it faithfully. During those many 
Vears he was never absent from a@ service or ever trom a meeting for choir 
practice. He gave all his strength to the synagogue. He imparted much 
impressiveness to its worship. Those who remember our service before his 
appoitment are able to testily to the vast improvement he effected in the 
musical portions of it. I have been told by one who knew him best that 
he was accustomed to speak of the hours he spent within these walls as the 
hapniest hours of his life. For, though differing from us in his religious 
convictions, he sympathised as deeply with our public worship, and identified 
himself with it as closely as it was. possible for one to do who was not of 
our faith. His death, then, is a severe loss to us. With only too abundant 
reason shall we mourn him. To his devoted wife particularly, we offer the 
expression of our heartfelt condolence. May He who is the Father of the 
orphan and the Judge of the widow extend His supporting hand to the 
bereaved, and give them fortitude with which to bear their sorrow! Amen.

The Jews of Cochin and Education. 
[FROM A COCHIN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Betore | begin the subject of this article, l wish to say a few words 
regarding the position ot Jews here in matters educational. The Jews ol 
Cochin, though a very uniteresting and historic community, are very back- 
ward in education. About five ‘years ayo a few members of the White 
Jewish Community opened a primary school called the ” Anglo Vernacular 
tlebrew School.” There were lour Lem hers, and about lilty children ol both 
communities (black and white). who were given free education. The 
institution Was maintained by voluntary contributions. Mrs. 5. DD. Sassoon, 
ot Bo.abay, and others, gave valuable help to the very last. Funds failing, 
the school had to stop work. At this period the Rev. J. H. Bishop, of the 
Christian Missionary Society, promised to open a school for girls and boys 
under twelve years, if the community were willing Lo vive some pecuniary 
help. A few of the members objected to this on religious grounds, and 
they expected the Anglo-Jewish Association would Open a school for them. 
A good deal of correspondence was carried on between the Anglo-Jewish 
Association and Mr. N. KE. Roby, of Cochin, on behalf of the community, 
and he even sent a plan of the school building at the request of the 
Association. To our great regret, the Anglo-Jewish Association stopped 
further communication with us. The community, therefore, was obliged 
to accept the Rev. Mr. Rishop’s proposal, and the school was finally opened 
about two years ago. In appealing for lielp to maintain the school, Mr. 
Bishop said that it would be kept up by subscriptions, and that it did not 


belong te any miission or sociely. There are new about 42 « hildren attending 
this sehool. The instruction at present imparted is of an elementary 
character, and after their sourse school boys can

Examinations of the Madras University 
begin on the Ist day of December ofl every year, amd on the Zned, if the Ist 
falls on a Sunday, and last for five days. Thus, the Jewish boys can only 
participate if the examination begins on Monday, or in other words, once 
in six vears only. In the year I00, A. B. Salem, a Jewish candidate in 
the Rajah’s College at Ernakulam, appeared for the F.A. Examimation, and, 
in response to his application to the Syndicate of the Madras University, he 
was allowed to answer the Saturday's question papers on that night after 
sunset. This concession Was repeated in the year 1902, when he went up 
for his B.A. Examination in Madras. He is the first Jewish student who 
has taken his degree in the Madras Presidency. In 1903 another Jewish 
student, A. I. Simon, also studying in the Ernakulam College, desired to 
enter for the Matriculation Examination, and as the last day of the 
examination fell on a Saturday, the Principal of his College, Mr. F. 8. Davies, 
applied to the Syndicate of the, Madras University to allow the student the 
same concession as was granted in the case of A. B. Salem, His request 
was, however, refused. The student then applied that the matter might be 
re-considered, The application Wits strongly Supports by the Jewish 
munity, who requested the University to abstain from holding any examina- 
tion on Saturdays, and thus relieve them from this religious difliculty, The 
Syndicate granted the student's request, and at the same time reeommended 
to the Senate that no examinations should be held on Saturdays. The 
matter Was discussed ata meeting of the Senate, the proceedings of which 
were deseribed in the Madras Mail as tollows:—

‘The Swrichy ate felt 
considerable difficulty in making an exeeption in favour of the candidate, but, at 
the same time, were strongly against throwing any obstacles whatever in the way of 
a young man belonging to the backward ChASSOR for the 
tion. Hlence the proposal to revert to the old practice of bi yinning the eXatnila- 
tions on a Monday, and finishing them on a Friday. Mr. J. H. Stone seconded the 
motion, which was carried. It was also unanimously agreed that the by laws, as 
amended. do come into force for the examinations of 1¥04, 

Thus one of the greatest disabilities of the Jewish students in the 
Madras Presidency is at last removed. There are altogether ten boys now 
studying in the Ernakulam College, of whom one should, in the course of 
study, appear for the Matriculation Examination in 1904,.and three in 
L905. 

The hearty thanks of our community are due to all the members of 
the University, who have conferred this great boon on us, and also to Mr. 
Davies, the present popular Principal, tor the warm interest he has taken 
in the matter of the education of students in general, and of Jewish students 
in particular. 


Fir Matthew Nathan. Hong Kong papers to hand this week devote 
considerable space to the ceremony of the swearing in of Sir Matthew 
Nathan as Governor and Commander-in-Chief of Hong Kong and its 
dependencies. Mention is mule of the fact that His Excellency took the 
several oaths with his head covered. In the Commission issued by the King 
appointing him co his post, he is described as “ Our Trusty and Well-heloved 
Sir Matthew Nathan, Major in Our Corps of Royal Engineers, Knight Com- 
mander of Our Most Distinguished Order of Saint Michael and Saint George.” 
The Hong Kong Daily Press, of July 30th, says: 

The new Governor, though perhaps the youngest of his twelve predecessors, has a 
distinguished record, and if we could feel any lingering doubt on the subject the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies has publicly vouched tor His Excellency’s ability. That Sir 
Matthew also possesses tact and knowledge of men as well as of things we may take for 
granted. It is certain, however, that Sir Matthew Nathan made a very favourable 
impression on the public yesterday. He conveys the idea of strength and vigour ard 
slertness; be has a quick eye, a pleasant smile, and an ingratiating manner. His 
kxcellency’s speech after having been sworn in at the Council Chamber was also tactful 
and reassuring.

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The Rights of Jewish Soldiers in the 
Russian Army. 


It may, perhaps, not he amiss at this moment lo give in the pages ol 
the Jewish Chronicle a brief summary of the special la vs concerning Jews 
in the Russian Army. I have placed at the head of this article the words 
The rights,” but it would be more correct to head 17 The rongs,” 
reader can judge for himself from the following statements 

No Jew can be promoted to the rank of an officer, however zealously and 
ably he may serve. Nay, he cannot be promoted even to the rank of non- 
commissioned officer. This restriction has never been formally promul- 
gated, and was only introduced into the Russian Army in the 
Alexander III. 

Jewish soldiers who enjoy the scientific degree of “ provisor,” that is, of 
a fully registered pharmacist, cannot occupy posts in their profession in 
the army (according to the circular of the General Staff of vist March. 188s. 
N. 66). 

Jewish recruits are not admitted to the frontier guard (S. 144 of the 
Custom Law ). Neither they be to the ul trantine-cuared 

Since 1889 no Jew has received the appoititinent of a military band- 
master, and Jewish musicians in a military band cannot mumber mor 
than one-third of the whole Evidently the «iy Would otherwise bv 
spoilt 

Jewish recruits may not serve in the commissarial, or as artiny clerks in 
the regimental and other offices According to the decision of the Senate 
of the Ist of May, 1Ik35. Jewish soldiers of the reserve hawe no rivlit to tive 
outside the pale, if this privilege is not accorded to them for some other 
reason.

LeEEOS Last Sunday a public mee'ing, convened by the Leeda Young Man's 
Zionist Association Zioa), was held at the Boei Zion Hall. 
Mr. 8. Seligman presided. Dr, Samuel Daiches delivered a lecture on ** Zionism and 
Territorialism,”’ in which he set forth the essence of Zionism and Territorialism, and 
illustrated the relation of the latter to the former. The lecturer explained that 
Zionism was the expression of the ardent desire, the longing of the Jewish people to 
lea { agaia a free, independent life on their own soil in the Promised Land, and to pro- 
duce anew Jewish culture. This alone was Zionism, and this pure and unadulterated 
Zionism it was their duty to maintain and further with all their energy and all possible 
means. Territorialism. on the other hand, was the absolute antithesis of Zionism. 
After a full analysis of Territorialism as a principle, which involved a breach with 
Jewish history and a eomplete dissolution of the Jewish people, the lecturer continued ; 
** Thus, while Zionism desires to unite us, Territorialism wishes to divide us; whilst 
Zionism wants to revive us, Territorialiem wants to make an end of our existence ; 
whilst Zionism means the return to real life, to freedom, light and glory, Territorialism 
means a sinking back into nothing ; whilst Zionism wants to preserve Israel for itself, 
and for all mankiod, Territorialism wants to make Israel disappear for ever from the 
face of the earth. Aod now shall Territorialism be identical with Zionism, shall be 
admitted into the programme of Zionism ’ No, never! So long as we understand 
Zionism as a regeneration, a revival of the Jewish pecple, which is only possible in 
Palestine, so long must every territorialist tendency be kept away from the Zicnist 
rogramme by every means possible as endangering the existeoce of the Jewish people. 
Tne Kast African projact is an examole of Territorialism, and the-efore it is our duty, 
the duty of all those that wish that Zionism, that the Jewish people, should continue to 
exist, clearly and piainly to refuse East Africa, regardless of the expedition and its 
results, and to prepare ourselves for a loud and emphatic ‘‘ No ’’ for the next Congress, 
and to banish for ever the principle of Territorialism. In conclusion, the lecturer 
moved : ** This puvlic meeting, convened by the Leeds Young Men’s Zionist Associa- 
tion, pledges itself to continue the Zionist activity with uatiring zeal. It also deems 
it necessary now emphatically to express its opinion that Zionism can only mean the 
effort to revive the Jewish people in the old Jewish country, and the furtheriog of 
everythicg that helps to strengthen the Jewish spirit and to raise the Jewish self- 
consciousness. The principle of Territorialiem must be eotirely and for ever excluded 
from the Zionist programme as harmful to Zionism and dangerous to Judaism.’’ A 
discussion, which was opened by Mr. Raskin, followed, and lasted over two hours, 
Messrs. Sol. Goldberg. 1. Carmel and Yalelewsky spoke in opposition to the resolution, 
which was carried by 52 votes to 12.

He said that the 
attempts that had been made to discover the main teaching of eur faith had been 
numerous, and the results registered were various. Isaiah found it in ‘* Justice and 
Meroy.’’ Some had declared it to be ‘‘ The Unity of God ’’ ; by others “‘ Love for 
our fellows ’’ had been cited as the basis of Judaism. These were, indeed, the 
universal, the permanent, elements of our faith, the minimum which all could, and 
must, accept. They might be cited as the central teachings to which all others were as 
commentary ; but though central, though universal, they were not characteristic. They 
did not make Judaism ; the acceptance of them might be Jewish, but did not make the 
Jew. If he were asked what did, he would reply : Those elements of the Jewish faith 
which marked Jews out as a peculiar people, as a kingdom of priests and a holy nation: 
that made them worshippers of the God of their fathers; that made their fathers’ 
ideals theirs ; that made them add their life-story to the Jews’ history. This was their 
national consciousness which, Zion or no Zion, real Zion or ideal Zion, no Jews could 
deny. Their national consciousness must orystallise itself into an interest in their 

ple’s history and destiny and present position, that they might know their rear $ 

hey must bestir themselves and learn what the word Zion meant, that it might kindle 
their enthusiasm anew as they learntof heroes who fought forthem, of kings who sought 
for them, of Rabbis who taught for them, and the spirit of sacrifice would brighten 
their lives and raise them from the rut of routine to the height of endeavour, so that 
living the Jewish life they might bring honour to the Jewish name. The light of the 
Law would shine in their countenance, the customs of their people would beautify their 
bomes, and thoughts of purity hsllow their lives.
